CALM, SLEEPS WELL, 
REFUSES BREAKFAST 


On Trap He Announces 
He Has Nothing Further 


to Say About the Killing 
of Jacob P. Davis in 
Store in 1931. 


Eugene Copeland, Negro former 
convict, who chose to stand trial for 
killing a white man in a holdup 
instead of. pleading guilty and ac- 
cepting a life sentence, was hanged 
at City Jail early today. 

Apparently unmoved by word yes- 
terday that Gov. Park would not in- 
tervene, the condemned man sought 
solace in religion. He slept from 
12:30 o’clock this morning until 4:30. 
The Rev. John A. DeVilbiss, assist- 
ant pastor of St. Elizabeth’s Cath- 
olic Church, was with him while he

Awakening, he washed his face 
and hands, Fifteen minutes later 


the Rev. D. E. Hamilton, pastor of 
St. -Elizabeth’s, administered the 
last rites of the Catholic Church. 

Copeland said he “wanted no 
breakfast. He had eaten a light 
lunch at midnight. 

Declining to discuss the murder 
June 1, 1931, of Jacob P.° Davis, 
part owner of the Avenue Furni- 
ture Co., 1107 Franklin avenue, for 
which he was sentenced, Copeland 
repeated his statement of yester- 
day: “I am interested only in the 
spiritual world. This earth seems 
like a dunghill to me. After a man 
has found peace in religion, he is 
not afraid of anything.” 

Calm on Way to Gallows. 

A few minutes before 6 o'clock, 
when the execution was scheduled, 
he calmly walked the few steps 


from his sixth floor cell to the trap 
room, accompanied by Father De- 
Vilbiss.)5 He showed no emotion. 
Asked if he had anything to say, he 
said he had not. 

At 6:03 five deputy sheriffs 
pushed five electric buttons, none 
‘cnowing which caused the contact 
which sprang the trap. The body, 
arms and~ legs. st.upped, wrists 
handcuffed, head covered by the 
black bag draping over the shoul- 
ders, hurtled through the floor co 
the white tiled corridor of the fifth 
floor where physicians and wit- 
nesses waited as the door clanged. 

The feet touched the floor but 
the long hangman’s noose of new 
yellow rope, extending above the 
head, had done its work. 

Father DeVilbiss, attired in his 
robes, hastened. from the sixth 
floor, examined the body to deter- 
mine there was no suffering; and 
stepped back with folded hands. 
Then Coroner’s physicians stepped 
forward with stethoscopes. There 
were a few convulsive tremors, out 
13 minutes after the trap was 
sprung, Copeland was pronounced 
dead, 

An autopsy revealed he died of

History of the Crinfe. 

After obtaining $68 in the holdup, 
Copeland ahd his confederate, 
James Stanford, a negro, was inter- 
rupted by the late Police Captain 
William Tierney of the Dayton 
Street Station, who had come to the 
store to question a Negro employe 
there. 

Capt. Tierney fought with Stan- 
ford, who broke away and. fled, 
Capt. Tierney firing three shots at 
him as he pursued, leaving Cope- 
land in the store with Davis. Other 
policemen, waiting outside the 
store, took up the pursuit of Stan- 
ford and shot him to death. 

On re-entering the store, Capt. 
Tierney found Davis shot through 
the head.’ Davis died soon after- 
ward. The slayer had escaped, al- 
though the front door had been 
watched and the ck door was 
found to be bar from within. 

Arrested three months later when 
witnesses of the~85-cent holdup of 
a truck driver pointed him out as 
one of the robbers, Copeland was 
identified by Capt. Tierney as Stan- 
ford’s companion in the Franklin 
avenue robbery. Copeland con- 
fessed participation in the holdup. 

Capt. Tierney, the only eye-wit- 
ness, died before \Copeland’s trial. 
Repudiating his fession, the Ne- 
cro offered an alibi, A jury 4 
ed he must hang.

PHILADELPHIA, June 29. — 
Fines totaling $2500 were imposed 
yesterday upon Harry Sley and the 
Sley system garages;* convicted of 
NRA violations.

told Sley that “any further viola- 
tions of this law will be looked upon 
by the court as a defiance of the 
law,” and announced: “I want to 
give notice to the business world 
that this law is constitutional and 
there is a determination on the part 
of the court and jurors to back 
it up.”

Sweeny and Chittenden are for- 
mer presidents of the First Na- 
tional Bank-Detroit. 

Walsh formerly was 
vice-president of the 
group, which controlled 32 
igan banks. 

Hart was executive vice-president 
of the First National. Bodde also 
was an executive of that bank.

FLYERS TAKE OFF 
AT HARBOR GRACE 


Adamowicz Brothers Start 
Across Atlantic, Warsaw- 
Bound, With Good 
Weather All Along Way. 


By the Associated Press. 
HARBOR GRACE, N. F., June 29. 
—The Adamowicz brothers, Benja- 


min and Joseph, took off into the 
eastern sky at 6:26 a. m. today on 


to Warsaw, Poland. 

The wind was light and from the 
west, and the weather clear. Ahead, 
along the great circle route, was 
favorable weather all the way 
across. 

The brothers landed their big red, 
white and blue monoplane, “War- 
saw,” here late yesterday after an 
uneventful 9-hour-40-minute flight 
from Floyd Bennett Field, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. 

Holger Hoiriis, their flying in- 
structor, who flew to Copenhagen 
in 1931 in the same plane, then 
named Miss Liberty, accompanied 
them here. He superintended the. 
loading of 610 gallons of gasoline 
and made a final check of the mo- 
tor while the brothers slept at St. 
John’s. MHoiriis was the last to 
grasp their hands as they swept 
down the runway. 

The wind was so light that the 
air was very nedrly dead and both 
the brothers and Hoiriis were ap- 
prehensive about the take-off. They 
feared trouble with the heavily 
loaded plane. Hoiriis was all but 
breathless as the big monoplane ran 
nearly the entire length of the run- 
way before lifting slowly. As the 
plane gained altitude steadily, 
Hoiriis smiled. 

“That take-off would do credit 
to an old-timer,” was his comment. 

The brothers slept soundly. They 
were driven here just before sun- 
up. The motor was roaring as they’ 
came on the field. They waited just 
long enough to study ‘the latest 
New York weather report, talk a 
moment with Hoiriis and say a 
brief bon voyage to attendants at 
the field. 

The great circle route will take. 
them over Dublin and Berlin on 
their way to Warsaw. 

The 610 gallons of gasoline will 
keep the ship in the air about 40 
hours, but the brothers hoped to 
reach Warsaw in 30.

WIFE OF PREMIER 
DISPUTES STORY 
OF GIRL SUING HIM 


Takes Stand at Edmonton, 
Alta., Declaring There 
Was No. Improper Con- 
duct in Her Home.

EDMONTON, Alta. June 29.— 
Mrs. J. E. Brownlee, wife of Pre- 
mier Brownlee of Alberta, testify- 
ing yesterday in the damage suit 


of 22-year-old Vivian MacMillan 
against the Premier, declared Miss 
MacMillan had no improper rela- 
tions with Brownlee in the Brown- 
lee home. The wife took the stand 
after Brownlee had made a blanket 
denial of the woman’s charges yes- 
terday. 

“It is not true, it couldn’t be 
true,” Mrs, Brownlee told the jury. 

Cross-examination of Mrs. Brown- 
lee was continued today. 

There is a possibility the trial 
will be ended tomorrow. Brownlee 
is being sued for unstated dam- 
ages. He has filed a counter-claim 
for $10,000 against Miss MacMillan 
and ‘John Caldwell, her former 
fiance, alleging conspiracy. 

Mrs. Brownlee, asked what place 
Miss MacMillan occupied in the 
Brownlee household, replied: “She 
was very dear to me, just like a 
daughter. She was certainly one 
of my family. She was a normal 
and healthy girl—a bit of sun- 
shine.” 

Brownlee’s Testimony. 

When Brow>'ee took the stand 
he was asked 'iy hig counsel wheth- 
er he had ever given Miss Mac- 
Millan “a kiss of passion.” 

Brownlee said he had not. He 
also denied improper relations with 
the woman. From the time of his 
first visit to Miss MacMillan’s home 
at Edson, in 1928, when she was 
16, to the present, he said he never 
had improper relations with her. 
He denied vigorously he had even 
been guilty of misconduct with her 
on automobile rides or in his office 
in the Legislative Building. 

“I can say emphatically she never 
met me at my office on a Saturday 
afternoon from the time she came 
to Edmonton until she left,” he 
testified. 

He told the court that in 1928, 
Mrs. Brownlee recovered her health 
after an illness and that since then 
his domestic life had been normal. 

He denied that he had suggested 
that he act as Miss MacMillan’s 
guardian. “I never said anything 
of the kind. I never contemplated 
such a thing,” he said. 

“Did you promise her a posi- 
tion?” “During my 13 years in pub- 
lic life I have never promised any- 
one a position.” 

Denies Any Purpose to Seduce. 

“Did you ever contemplate tak- 
ing this girl from Edson for the 
purpose of seduction?” “I did not.” 
Miss MacMillan had testified that 
Oct. 5, 1930, she had been driven 
home by Brownlee and that he had 
promised to “tell her about life.” 
Asked where he was on that date 
Brownlee replied: 

“I was on my way from Winnipeg 
to Edmonton.” 

Miss MacMillan had said the 
Premier telephoned her on Oct. 27, 
1931, and took her out driving the 
next night,,a Tuesday. 

“Did you?” he was asked. “No, 
I was not in the city. I was at 
Stettler that night.” 

Miss MacMillan had said she slept 
in the maid’s room while staying at 
the Brownlee home on several oc- 
casions. Brownlee said that on one 
occasion, when Mrs. Brownlee was 
at the coast with Mrs. MacMillan, 
Miss MacMillan slept in his wife's 
room and that at another time ‘she 
had the maid’s room. 

The big Government automobile 
which has figured prominently in 
the case was in storage, except on 
special officia! occasions, -during 
the winter of 1930-31, Brownlee tes- 
tified. 

Testimony given by the plaintiff 
describing going into the Premier’s 
room while he ran the faucets in 
the bathroom to deaden the sounds 
of footsteps, and while his son, 16, 
slept in an adjoining bed, he brand- 
ed as a falsehood.

ATTORNEY ON TRIAL 
IS LAST WITNESS 


Gives Detailed Denial of 
Charges in Indictment 
and of Others Made by 
Witness Keeton in His 
Testimony. 


Verne R. C. Lacy, lawyer who has 
defended many others in criminal 
charges, will make a personal plea 


to the jury, this afternoon, in his 
trial on the charge of corrupting 
a juror in the Richards-Berg kid- 
naping case. 

Today’s session of the Lacy trial 
was delayed until 12:20 p. m. in 
beginning, by the duties of the pre- 
siding judge, Judge Hoffmeister, 
in Juvenile Court. Reading of in- 
struction began at that time, to be 
followed by the arguments. This 
was the ninth day of the trial. The 
jury has been confined 11 days, in- 
cluding a recess period caused by 
the death of a juror’s brother. 

In the instructions, Judge Hoff- 
meister stated to the jury that, if 
it found, as charged by the State, 
that a corrupt proposal was made 
by Lacy, acting through Joseph W. 
Hartman, to a juror, Edward L. 
Anna, it should find Lacy guilty, 
“irrespective of whether such offer 
was or was not made good, or the 
said promise kept, or any money or 
other payment actually paid.” 

If the jury finds that Lacy con- 
spired with Hartman, the instruc- 
tions state, the acts and declara- 
tions of each were binding on the 
other; but no act of Hartman was 
binding on Lacy unless it is found 
that he did enter into such a con- 
spiracy with Hartman. 

If the jury finds that the offer 
to corrupt Anna was made, it is 
not material that Anna may have 
had a reasonable doubt as to the 
guilt of Richards, which might in 
any case have led him to vote to 
acquit, : 

An offer to give, the Court states, 
means a proposal or declaration of 
willingness. to give a bribe or 
gratuity. 

At 12:33, after reading of the in- 
structions, court recessed until 2 
p. m., the time set for beginning the 
arguments. The case will go to 
the jury this evening. 

The order of pleas to the jury, 
as announced at the opening of 
}court, was that Thomas C. Hen- 
nings Jr., Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney, should open the State’s case 
with a half-hour talk to the jury. 

Sigmund M. Bass, counsel for 
Lacy, will then speak one hour, and 
Lacy will follow him. Hennings, 
who makes the closing talk to the 
jury, said he would take, for this 
talk, not more than one-half the 
time used by the defense.

Lacy, appearing as the final wit- 
ness for the defense yesterday aft- 
ernoon, was attired in a blue suit, 
with white shirt and gray tie.

Employes of 
the Lakeside plant sought to keep 
back the crowd with streams of 
water, but it stubbornly refused to 
disband until reinforcements of 
deputies fired tear gas bombs. Pre- 
viously during the day there had 
been sporadic disorders which 
caused utility officials to abandon 
car service. 

Before the raid on the plant, a 
few pickets had paraded with signs 
and shouted an occasional catcal! 
at officers. Gradually the crowd 
grew larger. Spectators and others 
closed in. Suddenly rocks began to 
fly and lights went out. More pick- 
ets joined the crowd: More officers 
came, but stood by helplessly. Then 
the last light went out. Beating, 
fighting, pushing, crushing, the 
crowd smashed through a gate. The 
fence to either side crumbied, 
barbed wire and all. 

Out front in the charge was Do- 
maigaiskii He saw an iron fence 
post which had been torn down. 

“Domalgalski grabbed the post 
and started for a window,” said 
Frank Brindza, 22, who was with 
him and who was burned. “He 
started beating on the window. 
Some fellows tried to stop him, but 
he kept on shoving the post farther 
and farther into the building. Sud- 
denly there was a fiash. Domal- 
gaiski fell. I grabbed him and 1 
was burned. He had hit a switch- 
board inside and the post carried 
the electricity right through his 
body 3 


Crowd Finally Dispersed. 

As Domailgalski was thrown to 
the ground, many of the raiders, 
soaked to the skin from the water 
played on them from inside the 
plant, turned back, Others kept on 
watch outside the plant, defying of- 
ficers who ordered them to “move 
on.” Peace finally settled over the 
section, when officers sent for re- 
inforcements and threw tear bombs. 

Disorders also occurred at the 
West Allis barns and waiting sta- 
tion and the Fond du Lac avenue 
properties of the company last 
night.

Sharp aldermanic criticism of re-

Alderme~ Lietchen of the Third 
Ward observed that his reaction 
was that “you big shots get too 
much money, mentioning a salary 
of $1000 a month. Wallace replied 
some salaries were paid from other 
funds, stating that Kasius was 
compensated by the Provident As- 
sociation. 

Alderman O'Toole of the Thir- 
teenth Ward complained that an 
unmarried girl in his ward was 
dismisséd as a relief employe while 
a married woman was retained. 
Wallace replied that “it was not the 
policy” to employ married women 
except in cases involving special- 
ized training. 

Complaint that applicants for aid 
were treated discourteously was 
voiced by Alderman Petersen of the 
Twenty-third Ward, who told of a 
visit to the relief office when he 
“observed roadsters of employes 
parked outside” and saw men and 
women waiting for assistance 
“while the employes chatted to- 
gether” and paid scant attention to 
them. 

“Ironclad System.” 

The relief officials said that spe- 
cific complaints would “be Anvesti- 
gated,” drawing from Alderman 
Lietchen the observation: “Well, 
you've got an ironclad system.” 

The analysis of* relief expendi- 
tures showed that $690,259.27 was 
utilized in furnishing direct relief 
and $222,731.84 work relief. Of 
the $94,533.88 paid in salaries only 
$14,573 represented a cost to the 
city, the report indicated, the rest 
rest coming from Federal funds. 

The city furnished $123,266 of the 
money used in May for direct re- 
lief and $2910.67 for work relief. 
Other costs were detailed also, the 
relief administrators explaining 
that research for the Government 
entailed time and money, citing the 
collecting of records of youths as- 
signed to Civilian Conservation 
Corps camps as an example.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
OBTAINS PAA GRANT 


Canceled Request for Loan but 
Still Wants $600,000 
From Government. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, June  29.—In- 
cluded in additional Public Works 
Administration allotments made 
here today was a loan and grant of 
$2,000,000 to the St. Louis Board of 
Education. 


Gerling Expects That $600,000 Grant 
Will Be Received. 

At the office of the Board of Ed- 
ucation here it was said that the 
request for the loan had been can- 
celed and that all that the board 
now sought was an outright grant 
of $600,000. Supt. Gerling said 
he thought the allotment made 
at Washington meant that the out- 
right grant would be received. 

When the Board of Education was 
authorized at the May 15 election 
to issue $2,000,000 of bonds, it ap- 
plied to the PWA for the. full 
amount, 30 per cent of which would 
be a grant and the rest a loan. By 
means of the_Joan the PWA would 
take over the entire bond issue. 

Since that time, Supt. Ger- 
ling said, the board had deter- 
mined that it could issue the bonds 
through private means at a lower 
rate of interest and decided on this 
course. The PWA required 4 per 
cent interest. Gerling presumed 
that the request to cancel the loan 
did not reach Washington in time 
to change the nature of the allot- 
ment. 

The $2,000,000 is to be used for 
the construction of a new high 
school at Kingshighway boulevard 
and’ Arsenal street; the new Her- 
zog School, 5830 Mimika avenue, 
and a new Negro grade school east 
of Grand boulevard and north of 
Market street; new Educational 
Museum at Theresa and Bell ave- 
nues; additions to Vashon (Negro) 
High School, and Columbia, Froe- 
bel, Gundlach, Carondelet and Di- 
voll (Negro) schools, and alterations 
at seven other schools.

3 INDICTMENTS IN 
KELLEY KIDNAPING 


Hearing Tomorrow on Mo. 
tion to Quash True Bills 
—19 Subpenas Issued, 


Grand Jurors Called.

defendants are charged: the 12 
members of the grand jury who 
voted the indictments; Prosecuting 
Attorney Anderson, Associate Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Wolfe, Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Stack, Sheriff 
Deuser, Chief Deputy Sheriff Will- 
mann and Adolph Fiedler, former 
Maplewood Justice of the Peace, 
whose statement, published in the 
Post-Dispatch last February, led to 
the grand jury investigation. 

The motion in behalf. of Mrs.

point—that the indictment was 
voted “without hearing or receiv- 
ing any legal evidence touching the 
guilt or innocence of Nellie Muench

Two Motions Identical. 

Motions by attorneys for Bart 
Davit and Angelo Rosegrant are 
identical. They allege that the in- 
dictment was voted on illegal, in- 
competent and hearsay evidence, 
persons unauthorized by law were 
present when the vote was taken 
on whether an indictment should be 
voted, the Prosecuting Attorney and 
his assistants were present at that 
time, Chief Deputy Sheriff Will- 
mann read a statement to the grand 
jury of another witness who was 
not brought before the grand jury, 
and the name of the Prosecuting 
Attorney was not indorsed as such 
by himself on the indictment 

No motion to quash has been filed 
for Felix McDonald, who has been 
brought to the Clayton jail from 
Jefferson City penitentiary, where 
he was serving a 10-yéar term for 
robbery in the attempted kidnap- 
ing of Oscar Johnson, wealthy 
president of the Symphony Society. 

Verne R. C. Lacy, defense at-

ASKS TOENSFELDN 
10 RESIGN POST 


Mayor, Making Announce- 
ment, Mentions _Engi- 
neer’s Estimate on Lights 
Was Too Low. 


Director of Public Utilities Wall 
has requested the resignation of 
Ralf Toensfeldt, chief electrical en- 
gineer for the city at a salary of 
$3600 a year, Mayor Dickmann said 
today. 

The Mayor said he and Wall had 
been dissatisfied with the manner 
in which Toensfeldt had prepared 
estimates early this year on the in- 
stallation of eléctric street lights for 


districts of the city still lit by gas 
lamps. Toensfeldt, at the time work 
was started with CWA labor, esti- 
mated it would cost about $1,500,000 
to install 8000 new electric lights 
and complete installation of the 
street lighting system. With these 
funds, however, only about 4000 
lights were installed. , 

The Mayor said that if Toensfeldt 
had told him in the first place that 
the work could not be finished with 
the $1,500,000 an item for street 
lights would have betn included in 
the $1,600,000 bond issue, passed by 
the voters May 15. 

When it became apparent several 
months ago that the work could 
not be finished with the funds ob- 
tained from the CWA, Toensfeldt 
told reporters that the principal 
reason for this was that the hours 
of labor had been shortened from 
30 to 26 hours a week and the num- 
ker of men had been reduced, thus 
making it virtually impossible to 
finish the job. 

The Mayor today said that Wall 
had told him that Toensfeldt was 
unpopular with some of the em- 
ployes in the lighting division who 
are his subordinates. 

When asked about the matter, 
Wall referred reporters to Toens- 
feldt, who said that he was going 
to Colorado for two weeks on a 
vacation and was considering an 
offer of a new job and for that 
reason would probably resign. He 
declined to say whether the resig- 
nation was requested. 

Toensfeldt served as chief e!ec- 
trical engineer for part of the Mil- 
ler administration. Soon after Mil- 
ler took office as Mayor in 1926 
he requested Wall, then, as now, 
Utilities Director, to discharge 
Toensfeldt so that George B. Heath 
could have the job.

Roy Gann After Illinois 
Crime Career of 18 
Months Succumbs 
Carlinville.

Fatally wounded in his second 


fight with officers since last Feb- 
ruary, Roy Gann, Springfield (Mo.) 
barber, who started a criminal ca- 
reer 18 months ago and was being 
sought in two states, died last night 
in a Carlinville (Tll.) hospital. 
Gann and a companion engaged 
in a pistol fight Wednesday night 
with Chief of Police John Ryan of 
Assumption, IL, when he surprised 
the two men attempting to steal an 
automobile. Ryan, wounded twice 
in the head, is in grave condition at 
a Pana (Ill.) hospital. Gann’s com- 
panion escaped. : 

The fugitive barber was under 
charges of robbing a bank at Ash 
Grove, Mo., his first crime, of 
wounding Sheriff Peter Fitzgerald 
of Edwardsville and a deputy last 
February, when he escaped arrest 
near Belleville, and of four robber- 
ies in Madison County. He was 
wanted for questioning at Lebanon, 
Mo., in another bank robbery and 
for holdups in Montgomery County, 
Tl, 

Advice to Brother. 

He was captured at Staunton, IL, 
where he collapsed from his wounds 
after escaping in a stolen car from 
Assumption police. Unkempt and 
undernourished and just a step 
ahead of officers who knew he was 
in the vicinity, Gann admitted the 
shooting of Chief Ryan, and asked 
police to tell his 18-year-old brother 
Howard, to be a “good boy.” The 
brother was recently sentenced to 
an indefinite term in the State 
penitentiary for an Edwardsville 
restaurant holdup. 

His wife, when told of his cap- 
ture at the home of her parents in 
Springfield, Mo., was quoted as say- 
ing, “It would be better for him to 
die. He was no satisfaction to me. 
If he robbed the banks they say he 
did, I never got any of the money.” 
Deprived of his support, and trying 
to earn money for herself and their 
three children, nine, six and two 
years old, she had been picking ber- 
ries, and is suffering from severe 
ivy poisoning. 

She and the children were in a 
house at Summerfield, near Belle- 
ville, last February, when 20 St. 
Clair and Madison County deputies 
surrounded the place and tried to 
capture Gann. She said she and 
the children crawled under a mat- 
tress for protection during the ex- 
change of shots between her hus- 
band and the deputies, until a 
truce was called to permit them to 
leave the house. 

Escaped From 20 Officers. 

Gann wounded Sheriff Fitzgerald 
and his deputy, Joseph F. Keller- 
man, with birdshot fired from a 
sawed-off shotgun when they first 
approached the house where he was 
hiding. The siege lasted two hours, 
but Gann escaped by jumping 
through a window and dashing 
through the police cordon into a 
thick woods. 

Born near Conway, Mo., in the 
Ozarks, Gann for years had been 
a barber in a small Springfield, 
Mo., shop. Never able to accum- 
ulate much money he started his 
career of crime with the Ash Grove 
bank robbery. Officers considered 
him a “bad man” and dangerous 
to capture. 

Remorseful, the fugitive recently 
had made an offer to Sheriff Scott 
Curtis at Springfield, through a 
Pana (Ill.) attorney, to surrender, 
stating by letter he would like to 
make a “deal” to serve one short 
term and “then start life with a 
clean sheet.” He offered to plead 
guilty to any one crime agreed on 


by Missouri and Illinois authorities. 
He was 28 years old.

Miss Tufverson, he said, intrusted 
him with about $32,500 in cash and 
securities before their marriage. 
She gave him, he said, securities to 
the value of 1,200,000 dinars to dis- 
pose of for her and later cabled him 
1500 English pounds sterling. 

The statements were contained in 
a 14-page report of the examination 
of Poderjay by Vienna police which 
was forwarded to New York. 

Poderjay’s statement was given 
out as city chemists announced that 
scrapings taken from the cabin he 
occupied on the liner Olympic when 
he returned to Europe a few days 
after his wedding in December 
showed no traces of blood. 

Poderjay’s statement described 
his marriage as one of “conveni- 
ence,” calculated to “retain her re- 
spectability.” They were married, 
he said, at Miss Tufverson’s sug- 
gestion. 

Miss ‘Tufverson, he continued, 
agreed that she would be willing 
to disclaim her marriage vows and 
as proof of her good faith in this 
agreement promised to record @& 
false year of birth on their mar 
riage license. 

For these reasons, Poderjay told 
Vienna police, he felt that Miss Tuf- 
verson harbored no ill feelings to- 
ward him and would come to his 
aid as soon as she learned of his 
plight. 

Poderjay was quoted as saying he 
met Miss Tufverson on a railroad 
train in London in June of 1933. 
They became friendly, he said, and 
shortly thereafter Miss Tufverson 
proposed marriage.

Keeton and Fired Him After He 
Found Him at Safe in Office 


——— 


Tells on Cross-Examination of Taking Deeds 
of Trust on Homes of Relatives 
‘of Men He Defended. 


Verne R. C. Lacy'’s testimony in 
his own defense, in his trial before 
Judge Hoffmeister on the charge 
of corrupting a juror, occupied less 
than two hours of yesterday after-, 
noon’s hearing. Lacy was the final 
defense witness, and his testimony 
covered the entire range of. the 
State’s testimony in the case, the 
denial of the State’s charges, denial 
of collateral charges oot in the in- 
dictment, but in the testimony, and 
assertion of an alibi, . 

No character. testimony was giv- 
en in Lacy’s behalf, most of the 
defense testimony being an attack 
on the State’s witnesses, or the alibi 
matter. 

Lacy began his direct testimony 
at 3:45 p. m., being questioned by 
his counsel, Sigmund M. Bass. 

- He said he had practiced law 
since 1912, was a graduate of Wash- 
ington University with the degree 
bachelor of laws, and held the hon- 
orary degree of doctor of laws from 
Little Rock College, which he said 
was a Jesuit institution. “ I think 
Bishop Morris conferred that on me 
in 1926,” he said. 

Tells of Richards Trial. 

“The so-called Richards case” 
was then the subject of questioning, 
and Lacy said he had defended Paul 
Richards, then a lawyer, in his 
trials. Richards was charged with 
kidnaping for ransom in the Alex- 
ander Berg case. ‘ 

The case was set for trial Mon- 
day, Feb. 15, 1932, Lacy said. He 
had then just been engaged in an- 
other long trial (that of Charles 
Heuer, one of the Berg kidnapers) 
and sought to have the Richards 
trial continued, but this was over- 
ruled by Judge Pearcy; and selection 
of the jury began next day, Tues- 
day, Feb. 16. 

Tuesday night, Lacy ~ said, the 
prospective jurors went home, but 
Wednesday night, Feb. 17, they 
were confined. The case ended in 
a jury disagreement Wednesday, 
Feb. 24. 

Lacy was then asked about his 
acquaintance with Joseph W. Hart- 
man, lawyer indicted with him in 
the present case, who has taken a 
severance, and with Herbert Kee- 
ton, one of the State’s important 
witnesses. 

Lacy said he was acquainted with 
Hartman, but that Hartman was 
not an office associate. Keeton, he 
said, was employed in his office to 
“run errands, carry books, go for 
witnesses and various things.” 

Denies Knowledge of Anna. 

Direct questions, bearing on the 
allegations of the indictment 
against Lacy,.were then asked, 
these questions and the answers be- 
ing: 

“Did you at any time about eight 
days before the trial of the case, 
the first case, of Paul A. Richards, 
at that time or any other time, in 
the presence of this man Keeton or 
in the presence of anyone else, 
show to Joseph Hartman the name 
of Edward L. Anna, and tell him, 
Hartman, this man Anna was a 
prospective juror in.the Paul Rich- 
ards case, and tell him, the said 
Hartman, to go out and offer to 
Edward Anna anything up to two 
hundred dollars or any other sum 
of money in order to corrupt the 
said Edward Anna as a juror in 
the Richards case?” 

“No, sir.” 

“Did you at any time ever direct 
or request Joseph Hartman to see 
this man Anna as a prospective 
juror in this case of Paul A. Rich- 
ards for the purpose of influencing 
him in any manner, shape or form 
as a juror in the trial of the case 
of Paul A. Richards if he were to 
serve as such in that case?” 

“I did not, and had no knowledge 
of Anna.” 

“Did Not Corrupt Anna.” 

“Did you, Mr. Lacy, at any time 
wilfully, knowing that Edward L. 
Anna was one of said panel of 47 
jurors selected for the trial of the 
case of the State of Missouri versus 
Paul A. Richards, then and there 
wickedly and feloniously intending 
to hinder and prevent a just and 
fair trial ‘of the said cause and the 
issues by the. jury, unlawfully, 
knowingly, wickedly, corruptly and 
feloniously, corrupt said Edward L. 
Anna by offering to give the said 
Edward L, Anna a gift or gratuity, 
to-wit, by then and there offering 
to take care of the said Edward 
L. Anna if he were to give said de- 
fendant in said cause, Paul A. Rich- 
ards, the benefit of all doubts if 
chosen on the said trial’jury about 
to be selected to try the said cause 
aforesaid, and then and there about 
the 17th day of February, 1932, in 
the City of St. Louis, saying to said 
Edward L. Anna in substance and 
effect: ‘Paul Richards is a good 
fellow; take the case on its merits; 
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give him the benefit of all doubts 
and you will be taken care of— 
we'll take care of you,’ thereby of- 
fering to give and intending to give 
the said Edward L. Anna money 
as.a gift or gratuity in ‘the amount 
—in any amount, with the felonious 
intent then and there devise the 
mind of said Edward L. Anna and 
incline him to be more favorable 
to the side of Paul A. Richards in 
the said cause than the plaintiff, 
the State of Missouri, the plaintiff 
in said cause, and with the intent 
to wickedly, corruptly and felon- 
iously corrupt said Edward L, 
Anna, so sighed and qualified as 
a juror as aforesaid?” 

“No.” 

“Did you at any time do that 
directly or indirectly in any man- 
ner, shape or form?” 

“I did not.” 

“Did you ever at any time tell 
Herbert Keeton that you had done 
such act?” 

“No.” 

Denies Ordering Witness Killed. 


The questioning then went out- 
side the indictment, and related to 
extraneous and collateral charges 
made against Lacy by the State’s 
witnesses, chiefly Keeton. The col- 
loquy was: 

“Did you ever in the presence of 
Herbert Keeton tell a defendant 
whom you were representing, to kill 
a witness in his case?” 

“No, I didn’t do that.” 

“Did you ever have told to you 
by Joseph Hartman, in the presence 
of Keeton, that he (Hartman) had 
seen Anna, the juror mentioned, and 
that Hartman said to you, ‘This 
juror was 100 per cent’?” 
“Hartman never said that; I never 
heard it by any one.” 

“Did you ever in the presence of 
Keeton give to Edward L. Anna any 
money?” 

“No, sir.” 

“At any time or any place?” 

“IT have never done any such 
thing.” 

“Did you ever at any time or any 
place give to Edward L. Anna any 
money?” “No.” 

“Did this man Keeton ever get 
for you legal business, for which 
you compensated him by a percent- 
age of your fee?” 

“No, not him or any one else.” 

“Did Keeton bring to you the case 
of his brother, charged with assault 
in St. Louis County.” “Yes.” 

“Did you ever get any portion of 
the fee paid by his brother in that 
case?” 

“Yes, I got it all.” 

“Did Keeton ever get any?” 

“No, he didn’t get any.” 

Tells of Murder Case. 

“Did you ever give Keeton any 
money out of the case?” “No, sir.” 

“Or any other case?” “No.” 

“This case that the young man 
testified here to this afternoon— 
the Joseph Daher case, who 
brought that case to your office?” 

“Well, Kallial is the boy that took 
the stand, the boy that brought 
Daher to my office.” (Daher re- 
ceived a life sentence for murder 
of a policeman.) 

“Did Keeton have anything to do 
with bringing that business to your 
office?” “Not bringing the business 
to the office; I think Mr. Keeton 
probably did some work in that 
case.” 

“What kind of work?” 

“Well, I can’t say specifically 
now; I tried the case; I think Kee- 
ton was in my office when I de 
fended Joe Daher. 

“Did you later have trouble with 
Keeton?” 

“Yes, later on.” 

“State whether or not you ever 
used any physical force on Mr. 
Keeton?” 

“Well, some.” 

“What were the circumstances?” 

“Well, I usually, unless I have a 
case I am working on, go home at 
five-thirty. or six o'clock. 
back to the office. 

Says He Hit Keeton. 
“When I came in—the safe stands 
here (indicating)—he was around 
the safe, and I did miss money 
from time to time out of the safe, 
I never chargéd anyone with it, I 
thought I was just mistaken— (In- 
terrupted by a sustained objection.) 
He was down on his knees twirling 
the combination—fooling with the 
combination. I grabbed him by the 
neck and he got up and I struck 
him, and he ran out into the hall, 
and that is the last time I saw him 
as far as my office connections are 
concerned. I told him on that oc- 
casion about the case where I had 
given him a letter to Judge Far- 
rington, who was an acquaintance 
of mine in Springfield and at one 
time presiding Judge of the Court 
of Appeals——” (After an objection 
he was permitted to proceed.)

Told to Turn in Auto. 


“Did you and he argue that night 
about his attempt, about his taking 
money from your clients?”

“Did he leave it?” “Yes, h eleft 
it the next day.”

He re- 
lated that, because of his exertions 
in the Richards trial and the previ- 
ous trial, he was exhausted, and re- 
mained at home, being seen there 
by Dr. J. J. Singer Feb. 27, and | 
being examined by Dr. Singer Mon- 
day, Feb. 29. 

Monday, feb. 29, after 5 p .m., 
and Lacy’s office, were the time 
and place fixed by Anna in his 
story of the first $20 payoff he said 
he got from Lacy. Mrs. Lacy said 
in her deposition that her husband 
was sick at home all day Feb. 29. 

“Dr. Singer examined me about 
5 or 6 o'clock (p. m.) on the 29th,” 
Lacy testified. The physician had 
testified that he made the examina- 
tion on that day, but did not re- 
call the hour. 


Tells of Going to Hospital. 
Lacy proceeded to tell of being 
taken to Barnes Hospital, March 1, 
for treatment for pneumonia “I 
wasn’t out of the hospital room or 
out of the bed,” he said, “except 
when taken to the laboratories.” 
After leaving the hospital, he said, 
he was taken home by Ed Fagan 
in an automobile. went directly to 
bed and stayed in bed until Easter 
Sunday, March 27. 
This covers the time of one or 


Richards 


more of the subsequent alleged pay-'| 
off meetings to which Anna testi- 
fied, at Lacy’s downtown office. 

Lacy said he went to his office 
for the first time Aprii 8, went to 
Dr. Alfred Goldman's office April 
11, and thereafter stayed at home 
most of the time until May 2, when 
he went downtown and made ap- 
plication for compensation on two 
insurance policies. 

“During this period of your ill- 
ness and confinement,” Bass asked, 
“had you at any time seen Edward 
L. Anna in your office, home, hos- 
pital or any place?” 

“T had not.” 

“Or did you at any of those places 
at any time give him any money?” 
“No. % 

“Did you, at any time, go into 
fYyour coat pocket and pull out a 
wallet and give Edward L, Anna 
$20, or any other money?” 

“No, I never did do that.” 

“Did you, at any time or place, 
have any conversation with Edward 
L. Anna with reference to paying 
him any money or giving him any- 
thing for the purpose of influencing 
him as a juror?” 

“I never paid him any money in 
my life, and I never talked to him 
in my life, except when I interro- 
gated him as a juror.” 

“You are the same Verne Lacy 
who filed, on behalf of Paul Rich- 
ards, a damage sult for $500,000, 
that has been referred to in this 
evidence, are you?” “I am the same 
one.” 

“And is that your signature at- 
tached to this petition, wherein you 
sued the publishing concern using 
the name of the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch, for the sum of $500,000?” 


“Yes, that is my signature.” 

The ‘suit of Richards against the 
Post-Dispatch was based on refer- 
ences to Richards as kidnapers’ 
agent in the Berg case. It was 
filed after Richards was acquitted 
at his second trial in May, 1932, and 
was dismissed last year after the 
Supreme Court disbarred Richards. 


Davit Deed of Trust. 


Bass then asked Lacy about the 
taking of a deed of trust on the 
home of the family of Bart Davit, 
one of the defendants in: the pend- 
ing Kelley kidnaping case, and de- 
fended by Lacy in a previous case.

Bass again objected, and was 
sustained, on the ground that the 
point had not been covered in direct 
examination. 

“I will ask also,” Hennings re- 
sumed, “if before the first Richards 
trial, Mr. Ford Richards, the father 
of Paul Richards, if you had lunch 
with that gentleman, and Mr. Paul 
Richards his son, at the Jefferson 
Hotel, that Mr. Richards didn’t cash 
a check for $500 and give you this 
money for the purpose of taking 
care of, or paying jurors in the first 
Richards trial?” 

“We object to that for the same 
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reason,” Bass said. “The question 
is whether Mr. Richards, father of 
Paul Richards gave Lacy the money 
to be used.

“Do you not know, Mr. Lacy, that 
Mr. Ford Richards, the father of 
Paul Richards, had a checking ac- 
count at the Mercantile-Commerce 
Bank & Trust Co.?” Hennings 
asked. Again an objection was sus- 
tained. 

Hennings inquired then about the 
Stetson case, in which Herbert 
Keeton testified he heard Lacy or- 
der the murder of a witness. 


“Yes, I represented Mr. Joe Stet- 
son,” Lacy said. 

“And eventually, Mr. Lacy, you 
na a motion to abate the case?”

Hennings sought to inquire about 
the $500,000 libel suit that Paul 
Richards, with Lacy as _ counsel, 
filed against the Post-Dispatch and 
later dismissed after his disbarment 
by the Supreme Court. Lacy said 


he had not known of Richards’

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pian to dismiss the suit, and would 
not have permitted it had he 
known of it. Objections by Bass 
prevented Hennings from asking 
Lacy about allegations in another 
suit that the Post-Dispatch and 
Circuit Attorney Miller conspired 
to “ruin” Richards. 

“Now Mr. Lacy you say you went 
to the hospital on the first of 
March?” “Yes.” 

“And when did you come into 
court and represent the defendant 
Barcume, did you represent him?” 
“I was attorney for him but I was 
unable to represent him.

ST LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 


Keokuk Dam Was Capitalized 
Originally at $20,500,000 More 
Than Actual Cost of Building 


Details of Methods of 


Financing and: Profits 


of Promoters Developed at Trade 
Commission’s Hearing. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-205 Kellogg Building. 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—That 
the Keokuk dam was capitalized 
originally at $20,597,737 more than 
it actually cost to construct it was 
brought out before the Federal 
Trade Commission here yesterday. 

This sum, however, did not repre- 
sent a profit to the constructors 
‘who built the dam across the Mis- 
sissippi at Keokuk, Ia. The securi- 
ties were sold to the public at dis- 
counts whick were in effect capital- 
ized. Blocks consisting of a $1000 
bond anad two shares of common 
stock were sold at $875 « block and 
blocks of 10 shares of preferred 
and five shares of common stock, 
of a face value of $1500, were ‘old 
at an aggregate price of $800. 

These and many other facts about 
the construction of the Keokuk 
dam, which supplies St. Louis with 
a part of its power through high- 
tension lines, were brought out in a 
report to the commission by E. T. 
Harris, an investigator. This is 
only a part of the intensive inves- 
tigation of utility pra¢tices which 
the commission is. carrying for- 
ward. 

Promoters’ Fees. 

The brokerage firms that organ- 
ized Hydraulic Engineering Co. to 
build the dam in 1910 were Stone 
& Webster, Kidder, Peabody & Co., 
J. W. Seligman & Co. and Dominion 
Securities Co. Ltd. These pro- 
motors not a bonus of one-sixth of 
the common stock, of a par vaiue 
of $2,666,666 for their labors. 

In addition the firm of Stone & 
Webster made $1,191,234 in profits 
from dealing in these stocks, par- 
ticipation in commissions, Manage- 
ment fees and including engineering 
fees paid to the Stone & Webster 
Engineering Corporation. 

Engineer Hugh L. Cooper who 
was actually in charge of construc- 
tion of the dam at the time of its 
complétion in 1913, one of the larg- 
est hydro-electric dams in the coun- 
try, received $400,000 in fees and 
was paid $225,000 for his interest “in 
properties acquired for the project,” 
the report states. 

Paid $20,000,000 Above Cost. 

“In securities and cash the Mis- 
sissippi River Power Co. paid $45,- 
467,918 for the dam and hydro- 
electric plant,” says the report. 
“The total of expenditures by the 
several interested parties in the 
construction and financing of the 
project was $25,042,918. Of this 
latter matter, the examiner holds 
$221,809 should not have been 
charged to Mississippi River Power 
Co., making actual expenditures 
$24,870,191. 

“Thus it is seen that Mississippi 
River Power Co. paid $20,597,737 
more for the dam than the actual 
cost to construct it. 

“At the same time of the con- 
struction of this dam, it was in- 
tended that the completed project 
should be taken over by the Mis- 
sissippi River Power Co., whose 
stock was then owned by Stone & 
Webster and its above named as- 
sociates,” says the report. “It was 
agreed by and between Hydraulic 
Engineering and Mississippi River 
Power Co. that the latter, in pay- 
ment for the dam, would issue 
$37,000,000 par value of its common 
stock, preferred stock, and 5 per 
cent 40-year gold bonds, and pay 
cash for cost of certain necessary 
expenditures for equipment, and so 
forth, over and above the cost of 
the dam and hydro-electric plant.” 

Besides this investigation into 
the promotions of Stone & Web- 
ster, the commission is examining 
the records of three other utility 
groups, Cities Service, Insull and 
Niagara & Hudson. Altogether 
seven separate companies are un- 
der investigation today. 

$1,760,000 of Stock for Nothing. 

Direct examination of Harris and 
another examiner, A. E. Lundvall, 
brought out the fact that the North 
American Co. acquired 17,000 shares 
of the Mississippi River Power Co., 
with a par value of $1,760,000, with- 
out cost. This was under the terms 
of an agreement entered into by 
Cooper, the Keokuk & Hamilton 
Water Power Distributing Co. and 
the North American Co. 

In return for this $1,760,000 of 
stock, North American was to exe- 
cute with its wholly owned sub- 
sidiary, the Mississippi River Pow- 
er Distributing Co., a contract to 
sell power from the dam at whole- 
sale in St. Louis. This was in 1911. 
Lundvall brought out that North 
American was in a position to dic- 
tate to the Mississippi River Power 
Co. in the matter of contracts. 

Later when the Mississippi River 
Power Distributing Co. was ac- 
quired by Union Electric in S&t. 
Louis, this same block of 17,000 
shares was passed on with the oth- 
er assets of the company, again at 
no cost. Altogether Union Electric 
acquired 48,007 shares of Mississippi 
River Power Co, stock, at a listed 
value of 862,063. This included, ac- 
cording to Lundvall, the 17,000 
shares. 

As the complex ramifications of 
the financing of the dam were put 
into the commission’s record, it was 
disclosed that Stone & Webster 1d 
the other brokers in the syndicate 
had profited by a spread of $100 on 
each block of stock which they ac- 
quired for resale to the public from 
the company they had created to 
build the dam. In addition they 
received one share ~f common stock 
for each block of stock sold to the 
public. All this was apart, Harris 
testified from commissions of $450,- 
000 which went to Stone & Webster, 
Kidder, Peabody and J. W. Selig- 
man & Co. and the other brokers 
who promoted the dam’s construc- 
tion. The actual construction costs 


of the Keokuk dam were only $138,-/ 


739,720. This is exclusive of all fees 
and financing charges with the ex- 
ception of an engineering fee of 
$360,000 to Cooper. It does include, 
however, $527,002 paid to the Santa 
Fe Railroad and $298,950 paid to the 
Burlington Railroad for damages 
resulting from construction of the 
dam and the impounding of Keo- 
kuk Lake behind it, 

Further testimony by Lundval] 
showed that Cooper received $1,000,- 
000 in common stock of the Hy- 
draulic Engineering Co. in addition 
to his fees and the syndicate of 
brokers got $1,800,000 in stock of 
the same company besides their fees 
and charges. 

$100,000 for Publicity. 

To high priced lectures and writ- 
ers and for other promotion costs 
the promoters of the Keokuk Dam 
paid nearly $100,000, it was brought 
out as the hearing concluded. 

Among these was Richard Wash- 
burn Child, writer and diplomat, 
who was at that time a regular em- 
ploye of the Stone & Webster Co. 
This fact was developed in the tes- 
timony of William T. Crawford, a 
vice president of Stone & Webster. 

In the total for promotion and 
publicity Child is credited with ex- 
penses of $3512. With Cooper, J. A. 
Trawick, first local manager of the 
Mississippi River Power Co., and 
others Child lectured at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, before the St. 
Louis Business Men’s League. and 
before the Legislatures of Iowa and 
Missouri. 

“Why were these men paid to lec- 
ture before the Legislatures of these 
two scates?” Crawford was asked. 
“It was out of local pride, I’ sup- 
pose,” Crawford said. He said that 
it was not in connection with ob- 
taining the right to construct the 
dam across the river as in his opin- 
ion this right had already been 
granted. Crawford was unable to 
define Child’s duties with Stone & 
Webster but said the writer had 
been employed “several years” by 
the brokerage firm. 

Included in the publicity cost was 
$6610 which was carried as a “sub- 
scription” to the Quincy, Ill., Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and $240 in mem- 
berships in the Hannibal, Mo., Com- 
mercial Club. Under the heading 
“canvassing and soliciting” was $70,- 
950, part of which also went to lec- 
turers and writers. 

Judge Robert E. Healy, chief 
counsel for the Trade Commission, 
tried to get from Crawford an ad- 
mission that the North American 
Co. controlled the Mississippi River 
Power Co, from 1918 to 1925, when 
North American acquired the latter 
utility. But Crawford insisted that 
control rested with “the public.”

of the bonds. 

The company had asked dismis- 
sal of the petition, stating that 
committees representing more than 
90 per cent of the bonds had agreed 
on a plan of reorganization, and 
that the Circuit Court, in pursu- 
ance of that plan, had ordered fore- 
closure sale of the hotel properties. 

The petition had been filed by 
Arnold A. Weiss, Hilda Weiss and 
Blanche Turner.

JAPAN MAKING BID 
FOR CHEMICAL TRADE 


Is Penetrating Asiatic Markets 
Considered to Be European 
Sales. Territory 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 29.—Rapid 
development of Japan’s chemical 
industry is one of the remarkable 
phases of that country’s industrial 


progress in the last two or three 
depression years. 

Donald W. Smith, American 
Trade Commissioner at Tokio re- 
ports to the Commerce Department 
the Japanese chemical industry has 
expanded to such an extent in the 
last two years, it has not only a 
dominant position in the home mar- 
ket but also has penetrated Asiatic 


markets which European chemical 
cartels have considered to be their 
exclusive sales territory. 

Because of this competition Euro- 
pean cartels have been endeavor- 
ing to make working agreements 
with Japanese producers, and rep- 
resentatives of the former have 
visited Japan for that purpose. All 
of th eproposals advanced by these 
representatives, it is reported, have 
contained provisions for the restric- 
tion of Japanese exports of certain 
chemicals. 

The chemical industry, like a 
number of others in Japan, has 
been fostered by the Government 
through subsidies, high import du- 
ties and licensing of imports of cer- 
tain items. The industry was great- 
stimulated by depreciation of the 
yen which automatically checked 
imports and allowed domestic man- 
ufacturers to reap the full benefit 
of increased industrial activity and 
heavy demand for chemicals. 

It is said the European chemical 
manufacturers realize the recent 
growth of exports from Japan is 
only a beginning and that it is 
just a matter of time before they 
must share Asiatic markets with 
Japanese producers. Among the 
items on which export restrictions 
have been proposed recently are 
sulphate of ammonia, sodium bi-

chromate, chlorate of potash and 
matches. 

Japan’s machinery industry also 
has been making notable progress. 
This development has resulted from 
the heavy demand for industrial 
machinery for the many new manu- 
facturing enterprises undertaken 
during the last year, purchases by 
the Government for modernization 
of plants, and large orders placed 
by the South Manchuria Railway 
Co. and the Japanese railroads for 
rolling stock. 

While Japanese machinery manu- 


! facturers are able to meet most of 


the requirements of the home mar- 
ket, it is still necessary to import 
certain types of machines which the 
domestic industry is not able to 
supply, such as precision metal 
working machinery and heavy in- 
ternal combustion engines. Im- 
ports of machinery from the Unit- 
ed States increased 27 per cent last 
year compared with the previous 
year while imports from Germany 
increased 64 per cent.

Roosevelt to Set Forth on 


Tomorrow, 


To Be First President to Visit South and 


Central America While in Office; Will Be 
Isolated Even From Press on Voyage. 


(Copyright, 1934.) 
WASHINGTON, June 29.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will set forth to- 
morrow in the swift cruiser Houston 
on his long-contemplated voyage 


down the Atlantic Coast, over the 
Spanish Main, through the Panama 
Canal, and on to Hawaii. 
Before he leaves Honolulu to re- 
turn to the Pacific Coast, more 
than a month hence, he will have 
fulfilled a wish that he must have 
cherished since he began collecting 
ship’s models.in his youth. He will 
be the first President to visit South 
and Central American soil a 
o 
found a way to obtain many days 


He will stop in Puerto ’Rico, the! 
Virgin Islands, Colombia, Panama 
and Hawaii, before returning to 
American soil at Portland, Ore., or 
Seattle, Wash., but for about 20 
days of his cruise he will be out 
of the limelights aboard the Hous- 
ton, attended only by two of his 
sons and a small staff of aids. 
Trailing the Houston as far as 
the Panama Canal will be two de- 
stroyers, on one of which accom- 
modations have been provided for 
only three newspaper men, who 
will transfer to the cruiser San 
Francisco for the Pacific end of the 
trip. They may be able to keep 
the Houston in sight, but their only 
knowledge of what the President 
does aboard his flagship will be 
what the radio brings them from 
that vessel. 
‘Puerto Rico First Stop. 

Reflecting the sense of release 


sires to attain on his cruise, the ex- 
act schedule of its course has not 
yet been announced, 

He will go by automobile to 
Annapolis, board the Heuston, and, 
with her two attending destroyers, 
head for the open sea. 

The first and second steps will 
be at Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands. In each place he will have 
an opportunity to observe the ef- 
fects of Public Works Administra- 
tion and Civil Works Administra- 
toin projects in outlying American 
possessions, phases of his “new 
deal” which he will study at first 
hand during much of his time 
ashore during the entire trip. 

The third stop, at Cartagena, Co- 
lombia, to call on President En- 
rique Olaya Herrera, will be an ex- 
pression of his “good neighbor” 
policy in Latin-American affairs. 
‘At a ceremonial luncheon, he will, 
in effect, be accepting the hospi- 
tality of all South America, a 
“zood-will’gesture which no other 
President has had the opportunity 
to make while in office. He also 
may make it the occasion for put- 
ting into effect the first of the 
reciprocal trade treaties under his 
new tariff bargaining policy, the 
pact with Colombia having recently 
been concluded. 

“Good Neighbor” Visit. 

The call at Cartagena was add- 
ed to the tentative itinerary only 
recently. It provided for a “good 
neighbor” visit which may have a 
far-reaching effect. Colombia 
stands as a gateway between North 
and South America, an indepen- 
dent state standing high in the 
councils of that continent. 

Panama has been included in the 
itinerary from the first. The Presi- 
dent plans to go ashore in that 
Central American country several 
times. On one of these calls, he 
will again be the guest at a cere- 
monial state luncheon on Latin- 
American soil, which will be given 
by President Harmodio Arias, with 
whom he has had friendly person- 
al contacts in Washington. 

Once out of the Panama Canal, 
the President will be out of sight 
of land for the longest leg of his 
voyage to Honolulu. From the 
capital of the island territory, the 
President will be able to drive 
along Waikiki beach, see the cele- 
brated banyon tree, watch the 
native boys riding the surf, an 
inspect Washington Palace, now 
the Governor’s house but once the 
palace of Queen Liluokalani and, 
before that, of the Boston sea cap- 
tain whose son married the Queen. 
There he will find the priceless 
feather capes, the garments of an- 
cient Hawaiian royalty. 

He also undoubtedly will inspect 
the naval station at Pearl Harbor, 
and also may visit some of. the 
other islands, and view some of the 
PWA projects there. 

His Pacific Coast Plans. 

Back on the Northern Pacific 
coast, the President will be joined 
by Mrs. Roosevelt for the trip 
across the continent. His isolation 
from publicity ajso will end as he 
steps ashore, and his inspection of 
“New Deal” public works in the 
United States is expected to begin 
with a visit to the Bonneville proj- 
ect on the Columbia River, ebout 
30 miles east of Portland. ite also 
is expected to make a stop at Fort 
Peck, Mont., and to view Gutzon 
Borglum’s huge sculpture in the 
Black Hills, as he moves eastward 
with the usual large group of news- 
paper men close at hand. 

The Houston, which will be a 
floating “summer White House” 
for the next month or so has been 
dressed for the occasion at the New 
York Navy Yard, in Brooklyn, dur- 
ing the President's trip to the East. 
Only a few alterations were found 
to be necessary to prepare for the 
President, who, as commander-in- 
chief, will occupy the Admiral’s 
quarters. Commissioned only four 
years ago, the Houston until recent- 
ly had been flagship of the Asiatic

New York Congressman Shows 
How House Resolution 
Can be Used. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-205 Kellogg Bidg. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Legis- 
lative bills have been made the he- 
hicles of many strange, even weird, 
ideas, but it remained for Repre- 
sentative William I. Sirovich 
(Dem.), New York, surgeon, legis- 
lator, playwright and song writer, 
to show his colleagues what could 
really be done with a House reso- 
lution. 

On the next to the last day ‘of 
the last session, the New York Con- 
gressman introduced House Reso- 
lution 446, a 35-page document. con- 
taining 36 “whereases,” which is a 
combination of Bryce’s American 
Commonwealth, the World Almanac 
and the 1934-35 budget, retaining 
the most interesting features of 
each. 

After beginning, “Whereas, the 
Government of the United States 
is divided into three elements by 
the Constitution, these basic ele- 
ments being the legislative, the ex- 
ecutive and the judicial depart- 
ments, which form the Federal 
triad of powers,” the resolution re- 
cites the accomplishments of the 
Federal Government in general 
and the Roosevelt administration in 
particular and concludes: 

Government in Business. 

“Whereas, all these elements of 
the Federal Government indicate 
by their operations and functions 
that the Government of the United 
States not only is now in business 
but has been in business at the 
same old stand for many decades 
more than a century, and intends 
to remain in business and to con- 
duct its business in a highly ethical 
manner to preserve the best inter- 
ests of the people of the United 
States and to assure equal priv- 
ileges to all persons in business 
with special privileges to none, be 
he, or it, person, large firm, larger 
company, or great corporation and 
to assure fair competition among 
manufacturers and fair treatment 
to consumers of manufactured and 
agricultural products: Therefore, 
be it 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of 
the House that, in view of the facts 
recited in this resolution, the Fed- 
eral Government is in business; 
that it has ample capital for all its 
requirements; that it is the largest 
employer in the nation; that it has 
never failed to pay the full and 
agreed on interest on any financial 
Obligation it has issued and to pay 
off or satisfactorily refund such 
obligation when mature; that it has 
never had a strike among its em- 
ployes; that its outgo of funds, for 
any purpose, is always fully provi- 
dent of that purpose; that it insti- 
tuted shorter hours of work, both 
in offices and afield, before any 
commercial organization realized 
that shorter hours of work meant 
greater and more efficient produc- 
tion; that the efficiency of its em- 
ployes, their ethical standards, and 
their loyalty to their employer, 
equals, if it. does not surpass, that 
of employes in industry; and that 
the Government of the United 
States, in its departmental activi- 
ties, is the greatest business enter- 
prise in the nation and, as the case 
stands today, in the world.” 

This comprehensive bill was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Expen- 
ditures in the executive depart- 
ments and was ordered printed. 

Check the Addition. 

As a historian, Sirovich inclines 
to the statistical style. After not- 
ing that Congress, the President 
and his Cabinet and the United 
States Supreme Court, have _ re- 
sponsibility for the Government, 
he continues: 

“Whereas under these key men 
there are employed in the service 
of the Governmént men and wom- 
en qualified in every profession, 
trade and business practiced in the 
United States of the number of 
982,593 persons, of whom 623,559 are 
in civilian service—81,559 in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and 541,990 outside 
the district (note: Somebody's addi- 
tion is poor)—and 259,034 in the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps’ and 
Coast Guard, the annual pay for 
whom is $969,830,652 for civilians 
and $198,366,660 for the military 
forces, thus making the Govern- 
ment the greatest employer of 
minds and hands in the nation.” 

Praises Navy and Treasury. 

But the New York Congressman 
does not confine himself to sta- 
tistics. Speaking about the work 
of the miltary forces, he gives way 
to patriotism, noting that the Navy 
yards make all sorts of equipment 
“from the finest precision instru- 
ments to the terrific 16-inch guns, 
also all too precise in their opera- 
tions for the comfort of any enemy.” 

The member from New York has 
high regard for the Government

Revenue know “more about wines, 
beers, ales, liquors, cordials than

But the Congressman reserves 
his highest praise for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the Coast 
Guard.

vate specialist in these lines or all 
the specialists in these lines put 
together, and far more than the 
average ‘dirt farmer with mud on 
his boots,’ who is continually asking 
for advice and help from these spe- 
cialists.” 

Could it be that the New Yor 
Congressman has taken up cudgels 
for Undersecretary of Agriculture 
Tugwell against Senator “Cotton 
Ed” Smith of South Carolina, who 
said that Tugwell would starve to 
death if put in a cotton field? 

Treasury’s Vast Business. 

Coming to the financial opera- 
tions of the Government, Sirovich 
offers some interesting compari- 
sons. “Whereas,” he says, “the 
United States Treasury works with 
a capital of over $11,000,000,000, of 
which, the day this was written 
$7,790,535,292 is in gold. The total 
capital of the three greatest busi- 
ness enterprises of the United 
States, these being steel, motor cars 
and trucks, and the building indus- 
try, is less than half the actual 
gold supply in the United States. 
The receipts in one day by, the 
United States Treasury were $95,- 
799,414. No business enterprise in 
in the nation takes that much 
money in on any one day. Multiply 
this by the banking credit that 


would be at the disposal of a cor- 
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poration with $11,000,000,000 of ac- 
tual money on “deposit and there 
would be reached, at $10 credit for 
each dollar on deposit the absoluts- 
ly astounding figure of $110,000,000,- 
000 of credit dollars, which are con- 
siderable in the line of resoyrces.” 
Denies Repudiation. 
Continuing, the “whereases,” Sir- 
ovich says: 
“The United States of America 
has never repudiated any of its se- 
curities of any form nor failed to 
pay the interest on its bonds; its 
credit, even in times of stress and 
depression, is impeccable, which is 
more than can be said of the ac- 
tions and credit of those individuals 
who have criticised the Government 
in business and prophesied disaster 
if the Government ever entered 
business, when as a matter of actual 
fact, the Government has been in 
business ever since it was organized 
as a government and in such a va- 
riety and scope as no private enter- 
prise has ever attained.” 
A Four-Billion-Dollar Country. 
Sirovich is not alarmed at the 
growing expenses of government. 
“Whereas the United States Govern- 
ment,” he observes, “unlike private 
enterprises, is not run for profit, 
the object being ‘to balance the 
budget’ with sufficient plusage in 
the black to insure against any un- 
expected contingencies. Speaker 
Reed of Maine, back in the nineties, 
in response to a complaint against 
one billion dollars in appropriations, 
said, tersely: ‘Well, this is a billion- 
dollar country.’ Since Tom Reed’s 
time the population of the United 
States has grown from 62,947,714 to 
122,775,046 persons, according to the 
1930 census, so the increase in ap- 
propriations is no more than may be 
expected and the United States has 
become a $4,000,000,000 country. The 
time will come with the increase in 
population, resources and require- 
ments when the United States wi!l 
become a $10,000,000,000 country and 
not be a bit disturbed over it; in 
fact, it will be rather proud of it.” 
Space does not suffice to do jus- 
tice to Sirovich’s summary of past 
and present operations of the Gov- 
ernment. At times his ordinary 
vocabulary fails him and resource- 
ful as he is, he invents his own 
words. Thus, when he speaks of 
the Government personnel, he says 
the ethical standards must be so 
high and alertness so keen that 
the Government is alive “to all the 
tricks and expedients of the 
chicanist, chiseler and smart dodg- 
er in order that honest business 
methcds may be couraged and sup- 
ported and dishonest methods 
eradicated.” 

Even in Gen. Johnson’s lexicon 
—to say nothing of Mr. Webster’s 
—there is no such word as “chi- 
canist.” 4 


RAW WOOL SUPPLIES REPORTED 
SMALLER THAN LAST YEAR'S

WASHINGTON, June 29.—The 
Farm Administration’s Agricultural 
Econorhics Bureau reports avail- 
able world supplies of raw wool 
are smaller than at this time last 
year. Deductions were largest in 
Southern Hemisphere countries. 

The bureau said the 1934 clip in 
the United States would about equal 
the 1933 clip, and that slight re- 
ductions in this year’s clip in Great 
Britain, France and Germany were 
in prospect. 

Supplies available for export from 
Southern Hemisphere countries 
were put at nearly 25 per cent less 
on May 1 this year than last year. 
The bureau said the Australian clip 
might be larger this year than last 
but that drouth in South Africa up 
to last November probably reduced 
production there.

The grants will be the means for 
beginning work on several long 
awaited public projects, such as 
the erection of additional ward 
buildings at the new Homer G. 
Phillips Hospital for Negroes and 
the North Twelfth street widening. 
The grants in detail, of which the 
first eight do not depend on the 
May 15 bond issue and can be used 
first, are as follows: 

One of $463,000 for fhe following 
improvements at hospitals agd sani- 
tariums: additional ward building 
and generating plant at the Phillips 
Hospital, three solariums at City 
Sanitarium, alterations to observa- 
tion ward and clinic building at City 
Hospital, 
at Koch Hospital, and dormitory and 
farm colony building at the Train- 
ing School for Feeble Minded. The 
total cost of these improvements is 
estimated at $1,601,800, with the bulk 
to come from the recent transfer of 
$1,500,000 from the 1923 bond issue 
for this purpose. 

Two grants for street widenings 
totaling $145,000 which provide 
funds for the North Twelfth street 
widening, the paving of Riverview 
drive between Halls Ferry and St. 
Cyr roads, and others. 

Parks and Playgrounds. 

One of $157,000 for parks and 
playgrounds to be used for the de- 
velopment of Tilles Park at Litzin- 
ger and Lay roads, for the River 
Des Peres parkway, for Vashon and 
Strodtmann playgrounds, and for 
general playground equipment. To- 
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iton, for PWA grants totaling $2,-.

One of $31,200 for the moderniza- 
tion of the old Mill Creek Sewer 
from the river to Vandeventer ave- 
nue. Total cost, $104,160, with the 
balance from 1923 bond issue. 

One of $105,000 for the construc- 
tion of the Hampton avenue via- 
duct over the Frisco and Missouri 
Pacific Railroad tracks and _ the 
street car tracks, making Hampton 
a through street from Gravois to 
Oakland.

Crossing Eliminations. 

One of $155,000 for the elimina- 
tion of the grade crossings on the 
Wabash Railroad tracks at De 
Baliviere, Waterman and Hamilton 
avenues.

One of $720,000 for the Southern 
Arsenal Relief *Sewer to augment 
an appropriation of $1,500,000 in 
the bond issue. 

In-many of the cases the grants 
allowed by the PWA exceeded the 
amount asked for by the city. The 
city has now received $4,209,700 
from the PWA since Aug. 26, 1933, 
by far the greatest amount coming 
in the last two days. It has pend-

WASHINGTON, June 29. — The 
Treasury last night placed an em- 
bargo con exports of silver to pre- 
vent speculation in shipments 
abroad. Secretary Morgenthau in 
issuing tre order said a _ special 
license would be required to ship 
the metal out of the country. 
Officials indicated that silver had 
started to leave the country in con- 
siderable quantities since the Pres- 
ident signed a bill directing the 
Treasury to buy sufficient silver to 
make it eventually one-fourth of the 


nation’s metallic monetary stock. 

Some speculators were said to ex- 
pect silver prices abroad to rise 
to such a point that more money 
could be made by selling there than 
by taking the 50 cents an ounce 
top price authorized for Treasury 
purchases here. 

Fabricated silver, ore and metals 
containing small amounts of the 
metal and foreign silver coins are 
exempted from the embargo. 

American silver exports have in- 
creased in recent months, but have 
been more than offset by imports 
totaling $13,934,000 from January 
through May. To bring silver mon- 
etary stocks to the directed figure, 
it has been estimated that pur- 
chase of $3,400,000,000 worth might 
be necessary. 

Conditions for Issuing Licenses. 

Special*tonditions were set forth 
for the issuance of licenses. They 
will be granted by Morgenthau 
when he is satisfied that the silver 
to be*exported: 

“(a) Is required to fulfill an ob- 
ligation to deliver such silver out- 
side of the continental United 
States, incurred or assumed by the 
applicant on or before the date of 
this order; 

“(b) Has been owned on and 
continuously after the date of this 
order by a recognized foreign Gov- 
ernment, foreign ‘central bank, or 
the Bank for International Settle- 
ments; 

“(c) Was imported for prompt 
re-export, or was imported in sil- 
ver bearing materials under an 
agreement to refine. such materials 
and export the silver so refined; 


“(D) Is of a fineness of .8 ors

License for Each Shipment. 

From the foregoing it was ap- 
parent that a special license must 
be had for each shipment of silver 
and that no system of licensing ex- 
porters to deal in the metal at will 
was contemplated. 

The Treasury announcement made 
no mention of what further moves 
in the silver situation the order 
might be preliminary to, merely 
saying that in the judgment of 
Morgenthau, “such action is neces- 
sary to effectuate the policy of said 
Silver Purchase Act of 1934.” How- 
ever, there has been much talk 
among silverites in Congress of the 
possibility of the Government’s tak- 
ing action to nationalize and as-

PRESIDENT SUMS UP PLANS 
FOR RECOVERY; SAYS NATION 
HAS MADE DEFINITE GAINS 


Else Is to

Reviews Administration’s Work of Last 15 
Months in Radio Talk and Tells What 


Be Done. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn, 
WASHINGTON, June 29.— Sub- 

stantial gains have been made in 

the past 15 months in agricultural 


and industrial 1ecovery, President 
Roosevelt told the nation in a radio 
talk last night. 

The President reviewed the ac- 
complishments of the Seventy-third 
Congress and pointed out that the 
simplest way to judge recovery “lies 
in the plain facts of your own indi- 
vidual situation.” 

“Are you better off: than you were 
last year?” he asked. “Are your 
debts less burdensome? Is your 
bank account more secure? Are 
your working conditions better? Is 


_jyour faith in your own individual 


future more firmly grounded?” 
. Threefold National Task. 

The President pointed out that 
the work of the Seventy-third Con- 
gress was chiefly that of complet- 
ing and fortifying the work it had 
begun in March, 1933, and praised 
that Congress for being, with a few 
exceptions, more.free from mere 
partisanship than any other peace- 
time Congress since the administra- 
tion of Washington. 

After outlining the accomplish- 
ments of Congress in the enactment 
of new legislation, the President 
asserted that in the development of 
efforts toward saving and safe- 
guarding our national life he had 
recognized three related steps. The 
first he said was relief, the second 
recovery and the third reform and 
reconstruction. 

Referring to the extensive powers 
which have been conferred by Con- 
gress, the President denied that a 
single provision contained in the 
Bill of Rights of the Constitution 
had been violated to the loss by 
any individual of his liberty. 

“It is not overwhelming majority 
of the farmers or manufacturers 
or workers who deny the substan- 
tial gains of the past year,” the 
President asserted, and went on to 
charge the chief critics of his ad- 
ministration as belonging to one 
of two groups, those who seek spe- 
cial political privilege or those who 
seek special financial privilege. 

Security For the Future. 

Turning to the program of the 
future, he said that the security of 
the men, women and children of 
the nation involves added means of 
providing better homes, the use of 
land and water resources of the 
country to the end that the means 
of livelihood of the citizens may be 
more adequate to meet their daily 
needs, and, finally, the use of the 
agencies of government to assist in 
the establishment of means to pro- 
vide sound and adequate protection 
against the hardships of modern 
life which is to be provided by 
social insurance. 

The President closed with an ex- 
pression of the pleasure with which 
he looks forward to the trip which 
he will start in a few days on 
which he expects to visit Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands, the Canal 
Zone and Hawaii and return by 
way of the Pacific Northwest, in- 


| specting on his way back to Wash- 


ington a number of great national 
projects on the Columbia, the -Mis- 
souri and the Mississippi rivers. 
Text of Address, 

Following is the text of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s address: 

“It has Leen several months since 
[ have talked with you concerning 
the problems of government. Since 
January, those of us in whom you 
have _rested responsibility have 
been engaged in the fulfillment of 
plans and policies which had been 
widely discussed in previous 
months. It seemed to us our duty 
not only to make the right path 
clear but also to tread that path. 

“As we review the achievements 
of this session of the Seventy-third 
Congress, it is made increasingly 
clear that its task was essentially 
that of completing and fortifying 
the work it had begun in March, 
1933. That was no easy task, but 
the Congress was equal to it. It 
has been well said that while there 
were a few exceptions this Con- 
gress displayed a greater freedom 
from mere partisanship than any 
other peace-time Congress since 
the administration of President 
Washington himself, The session 
was distinguished by the extent and 
variety of legislation enacted and 
by the intelligence and goodwill of 
debate upon these measures. 

Aid to Debtors and Industry. 

“I mention only a few of the ma- 
jor enactments. It provided for the 
readjustment of the debt burden 
through the corporate and munici- 
pal bankruptcy acts and the farm 
relief act. It lent a hand to indus- 
try by encouraging loans to solvent 
industries unable to secure ade- 
quate help from banking institu- 
tions. It strengthened the integrity 
of finance through the regulation 
of securities exchanges. It provided 
a rational method of increasing our 
volume of foreign trade through 
reciprocal trading agreements. It 
strengthened our naval forces to 
conform with the intentions and 
permission of existing treaty rights. 
It made further advances toward 
peace in industry through the labor 
adjustment act. It supplemented 
our agricultural policy through 
measures widely demanded by far- 
mers themselves and intended to 
vert price destro 
ei ee the hand of the Fed- 


]suppress gangster crime. 


surpluses. It 


It took 
definite steps toward a national 
housing program through an act 
which I signed today designed to 
encourage private capital in the re- 
building of the homes of the nation. 
It created a permanent Federal 
body for the just regulation of all 
forms of communication, including 
the telephone, the telegraph and the 
radio. ; 

“Finally, and I believe most im- 
portant, it: recognized, simplified 
and made more fair and just our 
monetary system, setting up stan- 
dards and policies adequate to meet 
the necessities of modern, economic 
life, doing justice to both gold and 
silver as the metal bases behind the 
currency of the United States. 

Relief Work to Continue. 

“In the consistent development of 
our previous efforts toward the 
saving and safeguarding of our 
national life, I have continued to 
recognize three related steps: 

“The first was relief, because the 
primary concern of any government 
dominated by the. humane ddeals of 
democracy is the simple principle 
that in a land of vast resources no 
one should be permitted to starve. 
Relief was and continues to be our 
first consideration. It calls for 
large expenditures and will con- 
tinue in modified form to do so 
for a long time to come. We may 
as well recognize that fact. It 
comes from the paralysis that arose 
as the after-effect of that unfor- 
tunate decade characterized by a 
mad chase for unearned riches and 
an unwillingness of leaders in 
almost every walk of life to look 
beyond their own schemes and 
speculations. In our administra- 
tion of relief we follow two prin- 
ciples: First, that direct giving 
shall, wherever possible, be supple- 
mented by provision for useful and 
remunerative work and, second, 
that where families in their exist- 
ing surroundings will in all human 
probability never find an oppor- 
tunity for full self-maintenance, 
happiness and enjoyment, we will 
try to give them a new chance in 
new surroundings. 

Recovery and Reconstruction. 
“The second step was recovery, 
and it is sufficient for me to ask 
each and every one of you to com- 
pare the situation in agriculture 
and in industry today with what it 
was 15 months ago. 

“At the same time we have rec- 
ognized the necessity of reform and 
reconstruction — reform because 
mnuch of our trouble today and in 
the past few years has, been due to 
a lack of understanding of the ele- 
mentary principles of justice and 
fairness by those in whom leader- 
ship in business and finance was 
placed—reconstruction because new 
conditions in our economic life as 
well as old but neglected conditions 
had to be corrected. 

“Substantial gains well known to 
all of you have justified our course. 
I could cite statistics to you as un- 
answerable measures of our nation- 
al progress—statistics to show the 
gain in the average weekly pay en- 
velope of workers in the great ma- 
jority of industries—statistics to 
show hundreds of thousands re-em- 
ployed in private industries and 
other hundreds of thousands given 
new employment through the expan- 
sion of direct and indirect Govern- 
ment assistance of many kinds, al- 
though, of course, there are those 
exceptions in professional, pursuits 
whose economic improvement, of 
necessity, will be delayed. 

*“T also could cite statistics to 
show the great rise in the value of 
farm products—statistics to prove 
the demand for consumers’ goods, 
ranging all the way from food and 


to prove the yise in the demand for 
durable goods—statistics to cover 
the great increase in bank deposits 
and to show the scores of thousands 
of homes and of farms which have 
been saved from foreclosure. 
Suggests Personal Test. 

“But the simplest way for each of 
you to judge recovery lies in the 
plain facts of your own individual 
situation. Are you better off than 
you were last year? Are your debts 
less burdensome? Is your bank'*‘ac- 
count more secure? Are your 
working conditions better? Is your 
faith in your own individual future 
more firmly grounded? 

“Also, let me put to you another 
simple question: Have you as an 
individual paid too high a price for 
these gains? Plausible self-seekers 
and theoretical die-hards will tell 
you of the loss of individual] liberty. 
Answer this question also out of the 
facts of your own life. Have you 
lost any of your rights or liberty 
or constitutional freedom of action 
and choice? Turn to the bill of 
rights of the Constitution, which I 
have solemnly sworn to maintain 
and under which your freedom 
rests secure. Read each provision 
of that bill of rights and ask ygur- 
self whether you personally have 
siffered the impatrment of a single 
jot of these great assurances. I 
have no question in my mind as to 
what your answer will bé. The 
record is written in the experiences 
of your own personal. lives. |

Federal Trade Commission 
Seeks to Show How 
Firms Tried to Stop Com- 
petition.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Along 


Commission yesterday pushed its 
public utility inquiry to show to 
what lengths the companies con- 
trolled by Henry L. Doherty went 
to keep competition out of the ter- 
ritory served by them. in Kansas 
and Missouri. 

Large sums were spent to defeat 
franchises in towns where rival 
companies sought to distribute nat- 
ural gas, Lawyers and publicity 
men profited. 


Arthur M. Hyde of Missouri was 
given a fee of $10,000 “for repre- 
senting our interests before the 
Public Service Commission of the 
State of Missouri where we were 
resisting the application of the In- 
dustrial Gas Co. for a certificate of 
convenience and necessity.” This 
was the statement of B. C.. Adams, 
vice-president and general man- 
ager of Gas Service Company, a 
Doherty concern, entered in the 
commission’s record. This was 
prior to Hyde’s entry into public 
life. 

Chief Battle Against Knorpp. 
The chief battle of the Doherty 
companies was waged against John 
L. Knorpp who proposed to build 
a $30,000,000 pipe line from. the 
Amarillo, Tex., gas field through 
the territory occupied by Doherty's 
Cities Service Companies. Knorpp 
proposed to serve various munici- 
pally owned gas distributing com- 
panies besides selling gas at whole- 
sale to privately owned distribut- 
ing systems. 

When he sought a franchise in 
Topeka, Kan., the Doherty interests 
opposed him in a fight that cost 
$30,465, the commission’s record 
showed. -Of this sum $30,215 was 
advanced to the public relations di- 
rector of the Gas Service Co. who 
used it for “workers” in the fran- 
chise fight. However, the franchise 
won out by a vote of 9352 to 1381. 

Similarly in Kansas City, Kan., 
the Doherty interests fought the 
franchise that Knorpp _ sought. 
There they spent $123,545 of which 
$121,120 went for the publication of 
a weekly pamphlet and for “work- 
ers.” In this same fight, as an in- 
stance of how carefully the field 
Was covered, one item of $749 is 
shown to have gone to the head of 
the Rock Island Railroad shops for 
“obtaining workers” from the Rock 
Island shops. 

The result of this fight was some- 
what less decisive, the final vote 
being 12,082 for the franchise and 
9363 against it. ‘The Doherty in- 
terests had the consolation of know- 
ing that this was the largest vote 
ever polled over such an issue. They 
point to this fact with pride in the 
record. . 

Defeated His Project. 

Although they could not prevent 
Knorpp from obtaining the gas 
franchises that he sought in Doh- 
erty territory, they were successful 


two contests and ‘a half dozen oth- 
ers Knorpp was unable to finance 
the proposed natural gas line. 

A franchise for natural gas was 
defeated in Springfield, Mo. Later 
it developed that the Cities Service 
Co., a Doherty concern, had a sup- 
ply of gas available for Springfield 
and the company was instrumental, 
according to the statement of an 
official, in putting over a franchise 
at a second election. 

The Springfield fight cost $24,045. 
Of this sum more than $15,000 went 
for legal services. As in the fight 
over a natural gas franchise in 
Omaha, Neb., the Doherty company 
paid a legal fee to the Crowe Coal 
Co. for the part its attorneys 
played. 

In both instances the fee was 
$8400. 

Numerous other sums went for 
advertising and publicity in various 
middle western towns, the hearing, 
before Thomas J. Tingley, brought 
out. :

DEVALUATION OF THE FRANC 
BEING DEMANDED IN FRANCE 


Reynaud, Former Finance Minister, 
Points to High Living Cost, 
Debts and Taxation. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, June 29.—Devaluation of 
the franc was bluntly presented as 
a paramount issue today despite al- 
most 100 per cent gold coverage of 
the currency. Paul Reynaud, for- 
mer Minister of Finance, raised the 
problem in a speech yesterday. to 
the Chamber of Deputies in which 
he said “Either prices or the franc 
must come down.” 

Replying for the Government, 
Louis Germain-Martin, Minister of 
Finance, said: “We intend to stand 
by the franc.” To devaluate would 
mean “systematic bankruptcy,” he 
said. ’ 

Reynaud cited improved business 
in the United States and England, 
which had devalorized their cur- 
rencies, while “in gold bloc coun- 
tries exports are falling, factories 
are closing, unemployment is in- 
creasing, and bankruptcies are 
growing while ‘tax receipts are dim- 
inishing.” 

He.compared French prices with 
those in other countries, showing 
that sugar here costs six times the 
world price, wheat double that in 
other countries, and meat is three 
times the average cost in the de- 
valuating countries. 


MUKDEN-PEIPING TRAIN 
SERVICE TO BEGIN JULY | 


Rail Carriers From Manchuria_to 
Enter China South of Great 
Wali First Time. 
SHANGHAI, June 29.—Railway 
trains from Manchuria will enter 
China to the south of the great wall 
for the first time under an agree- 
ment with Japan announced yes- 
terday. China emphasized that the 
action in no way constituted recog- 

nition of Manchukuo. 

Rail service will be inaugurated 
July 1 between Mukden in Manchu- 
kuo, to Peiping. Japan has sought 
China’s permission for the route 
for months but it had been with- 
held on the theory that it would 
constitute tacit recognition of the 
new Japanese-fostered state. 

A similar postal agreement is ex- 


pected soon. 
PILSUDSKI REJECTS CHANGE 


WARSAW, June 29. — Marshal 
Joseph Pilsudski, dictator of Po- 
land, has rejected a change in the 
constitution -voted by Parliament 
last January. The change increased 
the power of the president and pro- 
vided for the election of the Senate 
by a limited section of the people. 

In view of Pilsudski’s disapprov- 
al, Col. Walery Slawek, government 
party léader, has proposed another 
amendment providing that one- 
third of the members of the Senate 
shall be chosen by the president 
and two-thirds by the people. This 
is like the system used in selecting 
the lower House. 


BILL FOR FEDERAL CROP 
CONTROL OF TOBACCO SIGNED 


Measure, Like Cotton Law, Taxes 
Output Sold in Excess of 
Agreement. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 29. — The 
Government’s second venture into 
compulsory crop production control 
began when President Roosevelt 
yesterday signed the Kerr bill im- 
posing a tax on tobacco marketed 
in excess of crop reduction agree- 
ments. 

The act follows the lines of the 
Bankhead cotton law. Advocates 
said it was designed to protect 
growers complying with AAA agree- 
ments by penalizing non-conform- 
ers. Tobacco producers have 30 
days in which to sign reduction 
agreements and so escape the new 
tax. 

A tax of one-third the sales price 
is provided on all tobacco except 
Maryland, Virginia sun-cured and 
cigar leaf, marketed over and 
above AAA allowances, or special 
additional. quotas the Secretary of 
Agriculture may assign in certain 
areas. He may, however, specify a 
tax as low as 25 per cent. 

The law applies to the 1934-35 
crop. The following year it may 
apply to any type of tobacco if 
three-fourths of the growers of that 
type ask for its continuance. 


AUSTRIAN TERRORISTS KEEP 
UP CAMPAIGN OF BOMBING 


Railways, Bridges, Reservoirs and 
Power Lines Damaged by 
Latest Explosions. 

By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, June 29. — Bombings 
continued today throughout Aus- 
tria. Railroad tracks were torn up 
by a dynamite biast between Leik- 
endorf and Hirtenberg, south of 
Vienna, Another railway line was 
blasted between Neuberg and 
Muerzzuschlag, south of the popu- 
lar mountan resort of Semmering.

Numerous other 
bombings, causing minor property 
damage, were reported. 


Plot to Wreck Gandhi's Train.

BOMBAY, June 29.—A plot to 
wreck a train carrying the Mahat- 
ma Gandhi here from Poona is 
thought to have been discovered 
today by a trackwalker who found 
iron clamps, ordinarily used _ to 
hold the rails in position on the 
ties, placed on the track at a cross- 
ing. The spot is near a _ river. 
Gandhi has been guarded by two 
policemen since a bombing attempt 
against him last week in Poona. 
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BRITAIN AND FRANCE 
IN TRADE AGREEMENT 


Nine-Month Treaty Adopted, 
With Provision for 
Extension, 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 29.—A nine 
month trade agreement between 


Great Britain and France, with pro- 
visions for automatic extension, last 
night closed the long-drawn-out 
trade fight between the two na- 
tions. 

The main provisions, summarized, 
follow: 

Each country undertakes to grant 
the other most-favored-nation treat- 
ment, 

All French quotas on British 
goods are to be restored to 100 per 
cent, calculated on the basic period, 
which generally is the year 1926. 

The British 20 per cent surtax 
on French goods is abolished. 

Guarantees are given as to the 
quantities of many of the more im- 
portant classes of United Kingdom 
goods subject to French quota re- 
strictions, which will be admitted 
from the United Kingdom during 
the period of the agreement. 

Britain retains the greater share 
of the French coal trade, France 
undertaking to maintain the full ex- 
isting percentage quota. In turn 
British mine ag agree to take 
pit-props from France. 

The United Kingdom agrees to 
establish import duties on manu- 
factured silks with rates showing 
only a slight-upward tendency. At 
the same time Britain increases her 
protective spread in favor of the 
home manufacturer by cutting the 
duties on raw silk in half. 

The agreement will be brought 
into force provisionally Aug. 1, 
pending ratification, and remains 
until April, 1935.

Policies Have Created 
Opposition. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 29. — The 


United States in a note to Germany, 
has protested against German dis- 
crimination against Americans in 
suspending payments on its exter- 
nal debts and asserted that this 
Government would expect Germany 
to make every effort to pay. 

In a strongly worded communi- 
cation delivered to Rudolf Leitner, 
the German Charge d’Affairs, the 
United States said it was aware of 
the financial troubles besetting the 
German Government, but insisted 
that they were largely troubles of 
Germany's own making or which 
could be modified by Germany. 

The American note was made 
public by the State Department to- 
geth.. with a long German note 
explaining in detail the reasons why 
Germany declared a six-month mo-~- 
ratorium on all interest transfers on 
foreign obligations estimated to to- 
tal $3,000,000,000. 

Great Britain and France have 
already threatened trade and ex- 
change reprisals because of the 
German action. 

The United States—faced with @ 
different problem because of this 
country’s favorable balance of trade 
—replied to Germany‘s arguments, 
largely in the hope of obtaining 
modification of its provisions. 

Objects to Discrimination. 

Secretary Hull said in the note 
that aside from the direct detri- 
mental effect on Americans, the 
moratorium would cause a further 
dislocation of international finance 
and trade, and discourage interna- 
tional co-operation to solve world- 
wide economic troubles. 

American investors hold approxi- 
mately $1,500,000,000—or more than 
40 per cent of Germany’s external 
obligations—and Hull voiced “grave 
regret” that they were to be forced 
to’ bear even greater losses than 
they had already sustained. 

The American note took cogniz- 
ancc of reports that creditors of 
other nations might receive pref- 
erential treatment through agree- 
ments to be concluded by Germany 
with other countries, and strongly 
protested against any action dis- 
criminating against Americans. 

The United States has made two 
previous protests against preferen- 
tial treatment accorded Swiss and 
Dutch bondholders which gave them 
larger interest payments than 
granted Americans holding similar 
securities.

Troubles of a Liquor Seller. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE a package liquor license which 

has cost me already this year $50, 
State; $25, county; $21.50, city, and $35.42 
Federal fees. (Have to take out a new 
license before July 31.) My bond cost 
$20, making a total of $151.92 for the 
privilege of legally selling liquor bearing 
Federal and State stamps. 

I am competing with eight bootleggers 
in a Missouri town of 1000, or a ratio of 
one bootlegger to each 125 persons. Many 
days pass when I do not sell a penny’s 
worth of liquor, I obey the law: do 
not sell on Sunday, election days, before 
6 a. m. or after 12 midnight. I do not 
sell to minors or intoxicated .persons. I 
have never known of a person being ar- 
rested for drunkenness who became 
drunk on liquor bought from my store. 

But our jail is filled every week-end, 
and many more lay their drunks out in 
the dives that are running wide open 
here. Bootleggers openly tell me how 
much liquor they sell, and some of our 
joints have 3.2 beer licenses, merely using 
the beer for a chaser. Our town is wide 
open; our county is wide open. This con- 
dition has been reported to the Federal 
Government and to the State inspectors, 
but no action has been taken. 

I fee] that repeal has made a new 
heaven for the bootlegger, and legal 
liquor and those who are legally selling 
it receive the blame for the increase 
in drunkenness. We permit-holders can- 
not compete with bootleg stuff that is 
wholesaled at $1.25 a gallon. Unless there 
is some pretense of law enforcement, and 
lower prices, there will not be many State 
permits renewed for next year. How long 
will this condition exist?

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A DANGEROUS LABOR LAW. 
Admittedly, the modified Labor Disputes Act 
passed by the recent Congress was designed to make 
good the collective bargaining promise of Section 7A 
in the Recovery Act. 

The National Labor Board has had @ vast éxpéri- 
ence ‘with this section. In some 100 cases, it has 
been able to settle labor disputes without attempting 
compulgion. In the few cases where it has attempt: 
ed compulsion, it has found its powers doubtful. A 
Federal Judge at Wilmington, Del., held in the Weir 
ton that the board had no power to conduct 
elections for the determination of labor's representa- 
tion in labor disputes. The issue. has not gone to the 
United States Supreme Court. , 

Meanwhile, Congress has sought to clear up this 
point by passing the modified Labor Disputes Act. 
The act empowers the President to establish a board 
or boards authorized and directed to investigate is- 
sues, facts, practices or activities of employers or 
employes in any controversies arising under Section 
1A of NIRA, Section 2 of the modified act says: 

Any board so established is hereby empow- 

ered, when it shall appear in the public interest, 
to order and conduct an election by a secret bal- 
lot of any of the employes of any employer, to 
determine by what person or persons of organ- 
ization they desire to be represented, in order 
to insure the right of employes to organize and 
select their representatives for the purpose of 
collective bargaining as defined in Section 7A, 
said act, and now incorporated herein. 
The act gives these boards power to command al! 
necessary information and require testimony under 
oath, and orders issued by them are to have the same 
force and effect as orders made by the Federal Trade 
Commission,. They may make their own rules to as- 
sure freedom from coercion in labor elections, and 
nothing in the act is to interfere with labor’s right 
to strike. The penalties for violation are a fine 
of not more than $1000 and imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or both, 

After designating Miss Frances Perkins, Secretary 
of Labor, as chairman of the national board, the 
President has first moved under the new law in the 
matters of the dock strike on the Pacific coast and 
the threat of a steel strike. Boards of three mem- 
bers each have been appointed to investigate these 
cases and apply such provisions of the act as they 
may deem effective. In short, the effort to gain for 
labor the right to bargain collectively has carried 
us into the realm of compulsion. After persuading 
hundreds of corporations voluntarily to give labor 
the right promised by Section 7A, we have deemed 
that excellent and ordinarily efficacious practice too 
mild for the times, and so resort to pressure. 

The Post-Dispatch is sorry to see it. While sym- 
pathizing deeply with thé desire of Congress to bring 
about a better balance of power between capital and 
labor, and while agreeing wholly that only by giving 
labor a greater portion of the profits of industry can 
we make a mechanized civilization function, we still 
protest that it is not a function of government to 
do more than lend its good offices to the mediation 
of labor disputes. Certainly it is not the Govern- 
ment’s business to determine who is to vote in a 
labor election. 

We are quite aware that there was practically no 
opposition in Congress to the modified act, but we 
ascribe that more to relief for having been spared 
the drastic restrictions of the original Wagner bill 
than t6 indorsement of the powers delegated by the 
amendment. Those powers are, in the last analysis, 
a denial of one of our oldest national customs, the 
right of both capital and labor freely to bargain. The 
Government cannot umpire labor elections without 
becoming responsible for them. It is not a sufficient 
rejoinder to say that what it is here proposed to 
do by force has been many times done by agreement. 
That is only the more proof that such differences 
can be composed by agreement. The use of compul- 
sion in this field can result at last only in labor 
courts, with the consequent struggle between labor 
and capital to control them. 

Fortungtely, the powers delegated by the modified 
act are permissive and not mandatory. We therefore 
hope to see the President refuse to use them. They 
would merely complicate a situation which only me- 
diation can compose.

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THE NEW MUNICIPAL ART COMMISSION.

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AN ATTACK ON SPOILS POLITICS. 
The National Civil Service Reform League is a 
nonpartisan organization, interested only in the wel- 
fare of the public service. Its attack, in its recent 
annual report, on the continuation of the spoils sys 
tem in our Government thus has far greater weight 
than if the same charges came from political spokes 
men. It inclines to the belief that “the President has 
the merit system at heart,” as shown, among other 
instances, in his support of the Norris amendment 
to eliminate_political appointments from the Home 


defeated by a party vote in Congress, and politics 
remains the chief consideration for appointments in 
a host of governmental establishments. 

The league’s report attacks particularly the Post- 
office Department, where a new examination system 
for postmasters was inaugurated last July. The new 
scheme, while providing examinations, permits the 
Postmaster-General to disqualify any applicant for 
any reason. This, says the report, is “a sham and 
a mere cloak for the spoils system.” Most of the 
new recovery agencies are not within the civil serv- 
ice, thus giving the politicians marvelous opportu: 
nity to win votes by distributing jobs. Within the 
civil service, the report adds, “spoils raids have been 
made in the guise of economy,” and the resultant pay 
cuts, furloughs and lay-offs have left the employes’ 
morale at a low ebb.

Since March, 19383, civilian workers in Federal service 
have increased from 566,986 to 623,599. If politics fs 
to be paramount, we shall have inefficiency and 
waste, with a consequent slowing of progress toward 
recovery. 

Spoils politics is always an evil, and particularly 
so in such erucial times as these. The administration 
should give most serious consideration to the 
league’s warning. 
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“THE BEST-LAID SCHEMES”— 

Estimates made by the Bureau of Agricultura! Eco- 
nomies have it that the American wheat crop this 
year will fall 100,000,000 bushels short of meeting do- 
mestic consumption requirements. The carry-over 
of 250,000,000 bushels from last year will meet the 
shortage and leave us something less than 150,000,000 
bushels for export, which is about the pre-war figure 
for the annual surplus. Another year of crop reduc- 
tion and drouth, however, might so reduce our sup- 
plies that the United States, once the world’s greatest 
producer of wheat, would be compelled to import it. 
Production has suffered abroad as it has here, In 
Europe, severe drouth has cut the wheat outturn at 
least 300,000,000 bushels below that of last year. The 
Russian harvest will fall 140,000,000 bushels short of 
that of 1933. Dry weather in Australia has reduced 
acreage and prospective yields there. Only Argen- 
tina now has any hope of a normal crop. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that the world wheat agree- 
ment has broken down in the face of her refusal to 
limit her exports to the improving market. 
it is estimated that world supplies will fall 300,000,- 
000 bushels short of those of a year ago. Prices 
should pick up. 

The weather inconsiderately refuses to submit to 
the control of the AAA. As output falls and the 
prospect of an actual shortage of food appears and 
prices, consequently, rise, agreements to curtail acre- 
age will be forgotten. “We will hear no more talk of 
surplus until the weather again blesses us with more 
grain than we can sell at a profit. The way of the 
economic planner is indeed rough. 
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LIQUOR ANARCHY IN ST. LOUIS. 

Prohibition will return in two years unless liquor 
laws are radically changed. This is not the opinion 
of F. Scott McBride. or Bishop Cannon, but of Col. 
Harry Scullin, Excise Commissioner of St. Louis, 
whose brief experience in office has already disillu- 
sioned him. 

Col. Scullin estimates that there are in St. Louis 
between 5000 and 6000 “honky-tonks” and dives, most 
of which are operated under the $10-a-year, 3.2-beer 
license. These joints are practically immune from 
any kind of regulation. Under present lax laws, it 
is impossible for the police or the Excise Commis- 
sioner’s staff to wage effective warfare upon them. 
They are cheating the city and the State out of badly 
needed revenue, and they are making the nights 
raucous with bibulous gayety. 

It is plain that some better system must be de- 
vised for Missouri, if we are not to be vexed again 
with the threat of prohibition. In Pennsylvania, for 
example, the State has a monopoly of the wholesale 
and retail liquor trade. Within less than six months, 
it has set up a chain system of 250 liquor stores, do- 
ing nearly $775,000 worth of business weekly. Hotels, 
restaurants, etc., which sell liquor’ under license, 
must buy from the State. From the operation of thie 
system, the State already has a profit in excess of 
$2,000,000. Some 2000 persons, all selected by civil 
service examination, have been given employment in 
the State stores. 

There is no blinking the certainty that we have 
liquor anarchy in St, Louis and other Missouri com: 
munities. 
ever come back, but we do believe the situation as 
we have.it here cannot go on very long.

PART from anxiety about the financial 
A cutis. which was discussed hére yester- 
day, the chief source of concern arises 
from what may be called uncertainties as to 
what are the rules of the New Deal. 

What with the codes, many of them half- 
baked, what with the regulations covering 
the capital markets, what with the uncer- 
tainties as to the labor clauses under Section 
7A, what with the many new agencies mak- 
ing rules of all sor{s, it is only natural that 
business men, their lawyers, their bankers 
and their brokers should be in a state of be- 
wilderment. 

The translation of new principles into 
practice is not automatic. Nine-tenths of 
all laws are determined by administration 
and judicial interpretation and the growth 
of custom. The New Deal is new. What is 
new is usually bewildering and to most men 
alarming. : / 

It is new not only to the business men 
who have to conform to it. It is new to the 
lawyers who advise them. It is new to the 
officials who administer the new laws. The 
men who are running NRA, the men who 
will run the Securities Commission, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and the rest, simply do 
not know as yet how in detail, in the par- 
ticular cases that will actually present, them- 


selves, the New Deal is to be put into effect. 
With the best will in the world, and there . 


has been-an immense amount of good will 
shown, a period of transition must be ex- 
pected in which men adjust their minds, 
their habits, and the rules themselves, to the 
actualities. During this period, enterprise 
will be impeded by uncertainty and recovery 
retarded. 


The difficulties in this period can, howev- 
er, be reduced. In Washington, it is time to 
recognize that the new laws are on the books 
and that what is needed most now is not 
to break the spirit of the recalcitrant mi- 
nority, but to revive the spirit of a majority 
that is willing to conform but is bewildered. 
This is a matter, most of all perhaps, of 


reversing an attitude of suspicion and of 
assuming good faith unless there is evidence 
to the contrary. ) 

The President has spoken about “partner- 
ship.” Among partners, if an enterprise is 
to work, there must be a considerable 
amount of trust. Without it, these new laws 
are likely to proliferate a masa of rules and 
regulations which no one will understand, no 
one can administer, and no one obey. The 
laws are comprehensive and searching. ‘They 
will work best and be most likely to endure 
if they are applied through simple rules, ad- 
ministered with a light touch, and-in an at- 
mosphere free from suspicion. 


In Wall Street and in the circles where 
its influence is great, it is perhaps time to 
recognize that if the plain people of this 
country have endured these years with such 
patience and quiet fortitude, the well-to-do 
ought not to give way to nervous apprehen- 
sion, now that the worst of the crisis is over. 

These have been trying years for every- 
body. But the man without a job, the man 
who has lost or all but lost his farm and his 
home, his savings and his prospects for the 
future, has endured the most. 

When the historian looks back over this 
period and notes how the American standard 
of life was devastated between 1931 and 1933, 
he will say, I believe, that the American peo- 
ple withstood the ordeal with a patience 
whith was heroic. They demanded relief. 
They demanded recovery. They demanded 
reform. But they adhered to their traditions 
and their institutions and responded to a 
leadership which, in all its essential idéals 
and principles, is moderate, rational and 
kindly. 

In the face of that, what if a man has to 
pay more taxes than he likes to pay, what if 
the new rules are puzzling and often some- 
what foolish? The great test which every 
nation has had to meet, the test as to wheth- 
er it could surmount the crisis and preserve 
ita way of life, is being met here success 
fully. Knowing that, one dan face the fu- 
ture with confidence.

HERE is a serious, as well as 
T a light side to “the President’s 
trip. 
His first objective is complete re- 


_ laxation from the terrific strain of 


the past 15 months. This he hopes 
to find on the high seas en route to 
Hawaii. But when early in August 
the President disembarks on the 
Pacific Coast he plans to use the 
journey home for other than sight- 
geeing purposes. 

In prepared speeches, at careful- 
ly selected points along the route, 
he will place the issue of the New 
Deal squarely before the country. 
A two-fold purpose underlies this 
strategy: 

1. A bold offensive against the 
challenge of the Old Deal by em- 
phasizing reform measures which 
the administration proposes to 
sponsor at the next session of Con- 
gress. 

2. A vigorous drive for the elec- 
tion of a New Deal Congress—as 
distinguished from a partisan body 
—to enable the President to pass 
his proclaimed program. 

There will be at least four major 
addresses during the trip. 

One will be on the Pacific’ Coast. 
Another at Fort Peck, Mont., in the 
heart of the inter-mountain region. 
Others will be in the Twin Cities, 
in Minnesota, and at Green Bay, 
Wis. 

The President will talk on gov- 
ernmental development of national 
water power projects, old age pen- 
sions, unemployment insurance, la- 
bor legislation and inland water- 
ways—with particular reference to 
the St. Lawrence oceanway, reject- 
ed last session but to be revived 
next year. 

Local candidates and political 
situations will be rigidly eschewed. 
Any of the “boys” along the route 
who may be hoping for a Presiden- 
tial “hand up” are in for a bitter 
disappointment. Roosevelt will 
stick to national issues.

Its leaders are 
Mark McKee, Michigan; Phil Col- 
lins, Chicago, and Hanford Mc- 
Nider, Iowa. 

McKee’s name figured promi- 
nently in the recent grand jury 
investigation into army motor pur- 
chasing methods. 

Collins was a candidate for the 
Republican National Chairmanship 


McNider, as Assistant Secretary 
of War under Coolidge, was 
Hoover’s. Minister to Canada. 

The “king. makers” are 100 per 
cent against the New Deal. 

Edward A. Hayes, Indiana Repub- 
lican and National Commander, 
who is tied. up with the faction, is 
so opposed to the Administration 
that he made a special trip to 
Washington to attend the Wirt 
hearings. 

When the “king makers” 
launched their #commandership 
drive this year, their candidate was 
Ray Murphy, former Iowa State 
Commander. 

Murphy is well-known and wide- 
ly popular among Legionaires. Also, 
he is a Democrat, although of dis- 
tinct conservative views. His cam- 
paign was making strong headway, 
until it leaked out that he was the 
choice of the “king makers.” 

On his head descended imme- 
diate blight. The “discovery” gave 
considerable impetus to the candi- 
dacy of Frank N. Belgrano Jr., of 
San Francisco, one-time buck pri- 
vate and former California State 
Commander, He is the choice of 
the reform movement.

LINDBERGH AT LAMBERT FIELD

It Will Be the Smallest 

chine He Has Ever 
Owned. 

The smallest airplane Col. Charles 


A. Lindbergh has ever owned is be- 


ing built for him at Lambert-St. 
Louis Flying Field and will be 
ready for delivery by the end of 
July. 
It is a Monocoupe cabin-type 
monoplane, constructed for two 
passengers sitting side by side. 
Powered by a 145-horsepower 
Warner engine, the ship will travel 
at a top speed of 160 miles an hour 
and cruise at 135 miles an hour. 
The plane will be decorated in 
orange and black. 

From wing tip to wing tip the 
spread is 32 feet; from nose of pro- 
peller to rear end of the fuselage 
the length is 20 feet and 9 inches, 
and the width of the cabin is the 
same as that of a standard auto- 
mobile roadster. 

The airplane, the kind Col. and 
Mrs. Lindbergh used on their re- 
cent visit to St. Louis, is construct- 
ed exclusively for private flying. 
The regular cost is $5600, but. the 
Lindberghs’ plane will cost $7600 be- 
cause of some extra equipment, 
such as blind flight instruments, 
wing flaps to “slow up” the landigg 
speed to 45 miles an hour, and exfa 
gasoline tanks to allow a capacity 
of 60 gallons, or an additional 25 
gallons. 

The large Lockheed Sirius ship, 
in which the Lindberghs made an 
aerial survey of North and South 
Atlantic routes last year, was pre- 
sented to the American Museum of 
Natural History. The Lambert Air- 
craft Corporation is constructing 
the Monocoupe.

earners were out of work in Texas 
cities with little hope of being re- 
employed by industry. The Govern- 
ment hopes these families will be- 
come self-supporting again by win- 
ter, through cultivation of the ‘1500 
acres it has purchased for them. 

Each family will’ have a three- 
j}acre home plot for ‘garden, orchard, 
pigs and poultry. 

The remaining 1200 acres will be 
worked by all the residents, and the 
income pro-rated according to the 
amount of work done by each, This 
acreage will be cultivated with com- 
munity animals and implements. 


Community Services. 
In addition there will be a com- 


imunity dairy, community bakery, 


machine and work shops, trading 
post, 10-room school, church, water 
system, community center and ath- 
letic field. 

The expense of these projects 
and the income from them will be 
pro-rated.

issue of German loans, the obliga- 
tions taken tewards investors of al! 
nationalities are in virtually al] 
cases identical, and in fact part of 
one general pledge. In the case of 
the Dawes and Young loans the 
credit of the German Government 
is pledged on terms of uncondition- 
al equality to investors in all parts 
of these issues.” 

In the German note that Govern- 
ment said it had no gold, no credit 
facilities, and that a greatly re- 
duced foreign trade made it im- 
possible to secure foreign exchange 
with which to pay interest on its 
foreign obligations, The note said 
a substantial portion of its foreign 
exchange was required te make 
reparations payments. 

Hull in the American note point- 
ed out that the United States re- 
ceived no reparations from Ger- 
many and so that argument, there- 
fore, was not valid as an excuse for 
failing to continue making payment 
to Americans. 

Questions German Statement. 

Germany’s contention that it had 
made every effort to meet its obli- 
gations, before resorting to the 
moratorium, was sharply questioned 
in the American note with the 
declaration: “The asserted anxiety 
of the German Government to make 
every effort to meet its obligations 
cannot be proven by a mere dis- 
play of its depleted balances, but 
must be evident from an examina- 
tion of the whole trend and opera- 
tion of German policy.” 

Hull said the German Govern- 
ment was largely responsible for 
the position in which Germany 
found itself today because of the

Suggestions for Brides Who 
Find Choosing Meat 
a Problem. 


Buying food for two isn’t always 
easy, especially for the bride who 
is just beginning to try management 
of the family food budget. The meat 
purchase often seems to be the big- 
gest problem of all. 

In reality the selection of meats 
suitable for two allows wide variety 
in inexpensive cuts as well in the 
usually purchased steaks and chops. 

Chops and steaks have their ad- 
vantages, of course, They are easily 
and quickly prepared and may be 
purchased by the piece. For lamb 
chops, buy two for each _ serving, 
whether from the loin or rib. Pork 
chops cut thin will require two for 
a serving, but if cut thick for bak- 
ing or stuffing, only one will be 
needed for each person. If veal 
chops are cut thick, one apiece is 
sufficient. Veal cutlets made from 
slices from the veal round are pur- 
chased by the- pound, 
three-quarters to one pound for two 
people with average appetites. 

A good porterhouse steak cut one 
inch or one and one-half 
thick, weighing one to one and one- 
half pounds, will serve two. In this

Few families each much fish or 
any other food merely because. of 
its nutritive virtues. The dish must 
be attractive, and when it comes to 
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other fat. Place in a stone jar with 
a few peppercorns, bring vinegar 
to a boil, and pour over the fish.

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fish we may well cast an eye 
around the world to pick up ideas. 
First, however, let us observe that 
the dry-meated, or lean fish are 
considered best for cooking in wat- 
er or steaming, for curries or chow- 
ders, because the meat does not go 
to pieces in the cooking process, 
says the Bureau of Home Econom- 
ics, U. S. Dept. of Agriculture. 
Among the common kinds of dry- 
meated fish are the black bass, 
carp, yellow perch, pike, pickerel, 
sturgeon, red snapper, grouper, had- 
dock, cod, pollock, flounder, whit- 
ing, sea bass, skate, tilefish, bonito, 
yellow tail, amberjack. Of medium 
dryness—or medium oiliness, as you 
please—are the crisco, striped bass, 
weakfish, brook trout, porgy and 
mullet. Among the oiliest of all, 
therefore best for oven-cooking, are 
the salmon, shad, herring, lake 
trout, pompano, whitefish, macker- 
el, and butterfish. Most of these 
fish are in season all the year 
round, and all of them are in sea- 
son during the summer. Many of 
them are shipped fresh frozen to 
all parts of the country. 

Of the salt-water fish, those most 
commonly shipped and therefore 
most often to be had in inland 
places are salmon, cod, halibut, 
haddock, and whiting. The last two 
of these are usually cheapest. 

Frozen fish must be fresh fish 
if they are entitled to be on the 
market at all, and nowadays they 
are often quick-frozen, by new 
methods which keep them at their 
best. Quick-frozen fish may be 
thawed before cooking, or they may 
be put on the fire while still froz- 
en—in which case they will of 
course take longer to cook. But in 
any case, use frozen fish as soon 
as possible after thawing. They 
Spoil more quickly even than fresh 
fish. 

Tests of Freshness. 

The tests of freshness in fish, by 
the way, are for the most part the 
same after freezing as before: The 
eyes should be bright red, the flesh 
firm and elastic, so that impres- 
sions made by fingers do not re- 
main; body more or less stiff, 
muscle tissue white. 

And now as to ways of cooking 
fish. French cooks have made great 
reputations with their bouillabaisse, 
and in our own country there is a 
famous Creole bouillabaisse made 
in New Orleans. This is a chowder 
made with at least two kinds of 
fish, one that is fat and one dry- 
meated (red snapper and redfish 
preferred). The fish are cut up and 
cooked with tomatoes and herbs of 
many kinds, allspice, salt, pepper 
and cayenne. (The French use shell- 
fish in addition). The Italian cio- 
pino, or fish cooked with tomatoes, 
onions, spices, and other seasonings, 
is more like a pot-roast. 

French cooks boil fish in “court 
bouillon,” which is a vegetable 
broth made of carrots, onions, cel- 
ery, parsley, thyme, bay leaves, 
cloves, a little vinegar or lemon 
juice, with salt and pepper, boiled 
together for half an hour. In Brit- 
tany they simmer the fish in equal 
parts of milk and water, with salt. 
The Norwegian fish delicacy is 
fish pudding—fresh haddock ground 
or pounded into a paste, mixed with 
eggs and milk, seasoned with salt 
and a little nutmeg, steamed in a 
mold and served with melted but- 
ter or cream sauce. 

Ciopino. 

This Italian dish may be made 
with any large, dry-meated fish, 
such as cod, haddock, pollock, or 
buffalo-fish. Italians use- Italian 
tomato paste, for more concentrated 
flavor, or they make a spiced to- 
mato sauce which is simmered 
down until thick. 

The following directions are 
adapted by the Bureau of Home 
Economics from a published recipe: 
Cut fish in servings, free of bones 
and skin. Salt it and cook it on 
both sides in fat or oil. From a 
can of tomatoes, strain out seeds, 
season with salt, pepper, spice, and 
a little sugar. Simmer for 5 min- 
utes, then add chopped parsley, a 
little vinegar or lemon juice, a 
clove or two of garlic, some chopped 
onions and mixed spices. Thicken 
mixture with fat and flour, pour it 
over fish and simmer for about 10 
minutes more. until fish is cooked. 

Fish Pie. 

Use any dry-meated fish and flake 
it free from skin and bones. Make 
white sauce, seasoned with lemon 
juice, Worchestershire sauce, or 
other seasoning as preferred. Mix 
fish with white sauce, place in a 
greased baking dish and cover with 
mashed potatoes. Sprinkle grated 
cheese on top. Or cover with pas- 
try instead of potatoes. Bake in 
a moderate oven. . 

Baked Fish, Hollenden. 
Place a few thin slices of salt 
pork and onion and a piece of bay 
leaf on the bottom of a baking dish. 
Lay fish fillets or fish steaks on 
this, cover with bread crumbs, and 
lay a few thin strips of salt pork 
over the top. Bake in a moderate 
oven for about an hour. 

Cod, haddock, buffalo fish, or any 
of the large, dry-meated fish may 
be cooked this way.

LAMB STEW WITH DUMPLINGS 


Two pounds lamb for stewing 

Two sliced onions 

One-half bay leaf 

Salt 

Flour | 

Four teaspoons baking powder 

One tablespoon seasoning sauce. 

Cut lamb in pieces, put into a 
kettle and almost cover with boil- 
ing water. Add onion, a teaspoon 
of salt and bay leaf. Cover and sim- 
mer for two hours, or until lamb 
is tender. Mix two cups of flour 
with baking powder and sift. Stir 
in enough milk or water to make a 
paste stiff enough to hold its shape 
—about a cup. Drop dumpling 
paste by spoonsful on top of lamb.

the past year. The most vociferous 
of the doubting Thomases may be 
divided roughly into two groups: 

“First, those who seek special po- 
litical privilege, and, second, those 
who seek special financial privilege. 

“About a year ago I used as an 
illustration the 90 per cent of the 
cotton manufacttirers of the United 
States who’ wanted to do the right 
thing by their employes and by the 
public but were prevented from do- 
ing so by the 10 per cent who un- 
dercut them by unfair practices and 
un-American standards. 

“It is well for us to remember 
that humanity is a,long way from 
being perfect and that a_ selfish 
minority in every walk of life— 
farming, business, finance and even 
Government service itself—will al- 
ways continue to think of them- 
selves first and their fellow-being 
second. 

“Some Toes Stepped On.” 

“In the working out of a great 
national program which seeks the 
primary good of the greater num- 
ber, it is true that the toes of some 
people are being stepped on and 
are going to be stepped on. But 
these toes belong to the compara- 


some short cut which is harmful 
to the greater good. 

“In the execution of the powers 
conferred on it by Congress, the ad- 
ministration needs and will tireless- 
ly seek the best ability that the 
eountry affords. ®Public service of- 
fers better rewards in the opportu- 
nity for service than ever before in 
our history-—not great salaries, but 
enough to live on. 

“In the building of this service 
there are coming to us men and 
women with ability and courage 
from every part of the Union. The 
days of the seeking of mere party 
advantage ‘through the misuse of 
public power are drawing to a close. 
We are increasingly demanding and 
getting devotion to the public serv- 
ice on the part of every member 
of the administration, high and low. 

Permanent Basis Sought. 

“The program of the past year is 
definitely in operation and that op- 
eration month by month is being 
made to fit into the web of old and 
new conditions. This process of evo- 
lution is well illustrated by the con- 
stant changes in detailed organiza- 
tion and method going on in the 
National Recovery Administration. 
With every passing month we are 


tive few who seek to retain or to 


making strides in the orderly hand- 
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ployes and employers. 

“Conditions differ, of course, in 
almost every part of the country 
and in almost every industry. Tem- 
porary methods of adjustment are 
being replaced Ly more permanent 
machinery and, I am giad to say, 
by a growing recognition on the 
part of employers and employes of 
the desirability of maintaining fair 
relationships all around, 

“So also; while almost everybody 
has recognized the tremendous 
strides in the elimination of child 
labor, in the payment of not less 
than fair minimum wages and in 
the shortening of hours, we are still 
feeling our way in solving prob- 
lems which relate to self-govern- 
ment in industry, especially where 
such self-government tends to elim- 
inate the fair operation of compe- 
tition. 

Word for Consumer. 

“In this same process of evolu- 
tion we are keeping before us the 
objectives of protecting on the one 
hand industry against chiselers 
within its own ranks, and on the 
other hand, the consumer through 
the maintenance of reasonable com- 
petition for the prevention of the 
unfair sky-rocketing of retail prices. 

“But in addition to this our im- 
mediate task, we must still look to 
the larger future. I have. pointed 
out to the Congress that we are 
seeking to find the way once-more 
to well-known, long established but 
to some degree forgotten ideals and 
values. We seek the security of 
the men, women and children of 
the nation. 

Security and Comfort. 


“That security involves added 
means of providing better homes 
for the people of the nation. That 
is the first principle of our future 
program. 

“The second is to plan the use 
of land and water resources of this 
country to the end that the means 
of livelihood of our citizens may 
be more adequate to meet their 
daily needs. 

And, finally, the third principle 
is to use the agencies of govern- 
ment to assist in the establishment 
of means to provide sound and ade- 
quate protection against the vicis- 
Situdes of modern life—in other 
words, social insurance. 

“Later in the year I hope to talk 
with you more fully about these 
plans. 

“A few timid people, who fear 
progress, will try to give you new 
and strange names for what we are 
doing. Sometimes they will call it 
“Fascism,” sometimes “Commun- 
ism,” sometimes “regimentation,” 
sometimes “Socialism.” But, in so 
doing they are trying to make a 
very complex and theoretical some- 
thing that is really very simple and 


“I believe in practical explana- 
tions and in practical policies. I 
believe that what we are doing to- 
day is a necessary fulfillment of 
what Americans have always been 
doing—a fulfillment of old and 
tested American ideals. 

“Let me give you a simple illus- 
tration: 

“While I am away from Wash- 
ington this summer, a long need- 
ed renovation of and addition to 
our White House office building is 
to be started. The architects have 
planned a few new rooms built into 
the present all too small one-story 
structure. We are going to include 
in this addition and in this renova- 
tion modern electric wiring and 
modern plumbing and modern 
means of keeping the offices cool 
n the hot Washington summers. 
But the structural lines of the old 
executive office building will  re- 
main. The artistic lines of the 
White House buildings were the 


Haiti and Colombia and Panama, 
“After four weeks on board ship,

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MEXICO REPOSSESSE 
FOREIGN-OWNED LAND 


Intends to Colonize 50,000 
Hectares in Lower California 
Under Court Decision. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

MEXICO, D. F.—The Ministry of 
Agriculture has announced that the 
Mexican Government has repos- 
sessed approximately 50,000 hectares 


of land owned by the Colorado Riv- 
er Land Co, in Lower California, 
near the United States border. The 


statement said the land passed to 
possession of the nation as a re 
sult of a recent decision by the 
Mexican Supreme Court and that 
the Ministry of Agriculture intended 
to colonize it with Mexican farm- 
ers. It was charged that require- 
ments of the laws on land, and es- 
pecially the laws on colonization, 
had not been met. 


“In accordance with the program 
of the Ministry of Agriculture for 
return to the undivided wealth of 
the nation of. all lands which are 
being held illegally by individuals 
or companies, our efforts have been 
successful,” a statement said. 

“The Judge of the Northern Dis- 
trict of Lower California has no- 
tified this Ministry of the execu- 
tory decree issued by the Federal 
Supreme Court in the case of the 
injunction sought by the Coloraav 
River Land Co. against the Minis- 
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try in tonnection with the meas- 
ure taken to declare national prop- 
erty those lands known as ‘Cucupes.’ 

“The Supreme Court stayed judg- 
ment, declaring contrary to law the 
injunction sought by the landhold- 
iig company. The case assumes 
greater importance when it is con- 
sidered that it involves territory sit- 
uated in the Northern District of 
Lower California, near the United 
States, which was possessed by a 
foreign company within the pro- 
hibited zone. Under these condi- 
tions, the nation -can dedicate the 
lands to ends of colonization, espe- 
cially in this time, when the Gov- 
ernment is fixing all its attention 
on the agricultural problems of 
Lower California and during which 
means are being sought of populat- 
ing that distant peninsula with 
Mexican colonists.

The As- 
tors, Goelets, Gerrys and others still 
march on through Fifth avenue, 
the “society columns,” the Social 
Register and Newport, because 
their ancestors knew enough to 
buy good real estate and keep it.
